In a review of the proceedings of the second peace 
conference at The Hague, published in these columns 
November 2, we ventured the opinion that the most 
significant result of the conference was the fact that it 
had brought the republics of Central and South America 
to the front for the first time as real factors in world 
politics. We also suggested that because of that result 
it should be the policy of the United States to cultivate 
the most intimate relations with all those nations and 
win them into a definite agreement in support of a 
project looking to the common defense of the Western 
hemisphere. A first step in that direction has already 
been taken in the conference of representatives of the 
Central American republics now assembled in Washing- 
ton, whose deliberations, it is believed, will lead to im- 
proved political conditions in and among the nations 
concerned. A _ still more significant circumstance has 
recently developed farther south. Count Okuma, one of 
the radical and aggressive leaders of Japan, in a recent 
speech in Tokio, declared that the Japanese army and 
navy would be used to promote Japanese commercial ex- 
pansion ‘in countries well designated,” and among those 
countries he named Chili, Peru and Mexico, as “the 
best to be included in the future within the sphere of 
the influence of Japan.” This suggestive utterance is 
interpreted by El Mercurio, one of the leading journals 
of Chili, as a threat of Japanese aggression against the 
eountries named. “In the face of the danger of Japan- 
ese imperialistic ambitions now looming up in the Orient.” 
says El Mercurio, in the course of a long and well- 
considered editorial, ‘it is urgent that the nations of this 
continent strengthen their relations; that they seek an 
intimacy with the country of the Monroe Doctrine and, 
in cohesion with the United States of North America, 
the formation of a legitimate and respectable barrier to 
the menacing ambition of the Mikado’s sons.”

Evidently the excellent gentlemen composing the Pres- 
byterian Ministers’ Association of Philadelphia consider 
themselves the responsible guardians of the manners and 
morals of the American bluejackets stationed at the 
League Island Navy Yard, in spite of the fact that the 
yard is not subject to the state or municipal authorities, 
but to the Navy Department. A few weeks ago those 
gentlemen were deeply angered to discover that Sunday 
baseball was permitted in the yard, and their wrath was 
intensified when the commandant of the yard, Rear Ad- 
miral Edwin C. Pendleton, U.S.N., not only refused to 
stop the sport, but audaciously declared that he would do 
all he could to encourage it, his belief being that baseball 
and other outdoor recreations on Sunday were good both 
for players and spectators. His refusal to abolish the 
sport has evidently stirred the clergymen to increased 
activity, for they now come forward charging that danc- 
ing was permitted last Sunday on board three warships 
lying in the yard, wherefore they have solemnly petitioned 
the President to forbid any further performances of that 
character. How Admiral Pendleton feels about the mat- 
ter is indicated in the following statement, published in 
the Philadelphia Public Ledger: “I know that there was 
no dancing on any of the ships. The officers would not 
permit dancing there on Sunday. The enlisted men on 
the Kansas have self-playing pianos, and I believe the 
men on the other ships have them also. Perhaps some one 
put his arm about one of the many women who visited the 
ships and whirled her around to the tune of a pianola. 
That is the nearest approach to a dance there was on any 
ships at League Island.”

The Board of Ordnance and Fortification, at its meet- 
ing on Nov. 7, 1907, made an allotment of $25,000 for 
one or more dirigible balloons; also $3,000 for wireless 
telephones, both to be obtained by the Chief Signal Ofti- 





cer of the Army. The board has had under consideration 
for some time the subject of the subtarget gun machine, 
and has in past years procured ten of these machines 
for trial by the Army. The various tests made have, in 
the opinion of the board, been satisfactory enough to 
warrant the procurement of one of these machines for 
each regiment of the Service, to permit of an extended 
trial, and determination as to whether the machine 
should be adopted for general use. The Brown 10-inch 
wirewound gun was, about three years ago, at the re- 
quest of the Brown Wire Gun Company, returned to 
Reading, Pa., for repairs to be made on it by the in- 
ventor. As no advantage has been taken of the oppor- 
tunity, the rifle has been turned over to the Chief of 
Ordnance for such disposition as to him seems best. In 
July, 1902, the Secretary of War referred to the Board 
of Ordnance and Fortification, for consideration and 
recommendation, the question as to whether or not it 
was advisable to adopt as a type the Brown segmental 
tube wirewound gun, and to purchase or construct guns 
of that description for the Service of the United States. 
The board at that time considered it wise to have built 
another gun on this principle of construction. This was 
done, and the test has only recently been completed. A 
decision on this important matter will doubtless be 
reached at the next meeting of the board, in December.

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There is some question as to whether the Ordnance 
Department will be able to supply the new Springfield, 
of “Model 1903,” as it is officially designated, to the 
National Guard in time for the outdoor practice of 1908. 
All authorities agree that the militia should be, armed 
with the same weapon as the Regular Army, and as the 
Army will soon be completely equipped with the Model 
1903, the equipment of the militia is expected to follow 
soon. The new Springfield would long since have been 
in the hands of the National Guard, it is stated by Gen- 
eral Crozier, Chief of ‘Ordnance, had it not been for 
changes in the ammunition, which, while greatly increas- 
ing the range and efficiency of the weapons, necessitated 
rechambering and thus delayed their issue. A new 
powder has also been adopted, calculated to reduce the 
erosion attendant on high velocity, and it may take some 
time to secure a sufficient supply of this powder. General 
Crozier expects to be able to state definitely by January 
1 whether the War Department will be in a position to 
honor requisitions for the 1908 model for equipping the 
militia in time for spring practice. As many of the 
Krags now in the hands of the militia have sadly worn 
barrels, it is hoped the new rifles can be issued in the 
spring to avoid the expense of drawing new Krag bar- 
rels only to be shortly discarded for the new Springfields.

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It is interesting to note that of the troops stationed 
in the United States, last year 990 qualified as expert 
riflemen, 3,248 as sharpshooters, and 3,255 as marks- 
men. In addition there were 5,829 first-class, 5,350 
second-class, and 4,094 third-class men. A comparison 
of these figures with those ef 1905 shows that the list of 
expert riflemen increased from 442 in 1905, to 990 in 
1906, or more than 100 per cent. The number of sharp- 
shooters inereased from 2,372 to 3,248, and the list of 
marksmen from 2,427 to 3,255. In addition the troops 
in the Philippines qualified 167 expert riflemen, 1,381 
sharpshooters, and 1,136 marksmen. The reports for 
1907 are expected to show a marked increase in quali- 
fications over last year. The War Department makes 
addition to the soldier’s pay, according to his demon- 
strated ability as a marksman, as follows: If he quali- 
fies as expert rifleman he receives three dollars a month ; 
as sharpshooter, two dollars a month, and as marksman, 
cne dollar a month, for one year.

While much attention is paid to the firing of great 
guns in the Navy, the bluejackets are quite as noted 
for their skill with small arms. To Comdr. William S. 
Sims, now naval aide to President Roosevelt, may be 
ascribed a large share of the credit for the excellence in 
rifle shooting displayed by the Navy, as it was under his 
direction that the work assumed its present activity. In 
the National Rifle Matches this year at Camp Perry, 
Ohio, the Navy won the Team Match, Midshipman W. 
A. Lee the National Individual Rifle Match and the 
National Pistol Match, and Midshipman H. T. Smith 
earried off the title of military champion. The Navy 


‘has a splendid range at Guantanamo, Cuba, and utilizes 


other ranges wherever available. Practice is expected 
at least once in each six months, and a number of prizes 
are awarded, the amounts depending on the number of 
men qualifying from each ship’s crew. The last avail- 
able report shows qualifications in the Navy as follows: 
36 sharpshooters and marksmen; 374 first-class; 1,019 
second-class; 1,793 third-class, and 5,312 as fourth class. 
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Brig. Gen. James Allen, Chief Signal Officer, U.S.A., 
has resolved to go ahead with the construction of two diri- 
gible balloons for the use of the Signal Corps, and will 
allot money for that purpose from the available funds of 
the Signal Corps, trusting to Congress to vote the appro- 
priation of $200,000 favored by the Secretary of War for 
further work in aeronautics. General Allen explains that 
men should be trained for balloon service as speedily as 
possible, and that therefore airships for such training are 
needed at once. He estimates that two balloons available 
for the work can be constructed for $5,000 each, and that

with them a force of men can be trained and ready for 
service by the time larger and more expensive airships 
are completed. “The specifications for these two bal- 
loons,” says General Allen, in an interview published in 
the Boston Transcript, “will be more or less general, in- 
asmuch as they are for our first dirigibles. These dirigi- 
bles will probably be about 25,000 cubic feet capacity, 
with thirty or forty horsepower engines, guaranteed to 
carry two persons with ballast and to remain in the air 
at least three hours. They ought to be flying early next 
spring even if the bids are not opened until the last week 
in December or the first week in January.” 





In spite of newspaper reports to the effect that the 
Mexican government has ceded Magdalena Bay to the 
United States for use as a naval coaling station and 
target range, the State Department announces that noth- 
ing of the sort has been done. Mexico has, however, 
granted to the United States for a term of three years 
the privilege of anchoring coal barges in the bay on con- 
dition that the American Government shall grant a 
similar privilege to Mexico in American waters if it be 
desired. It is not denied that the United States sought 
a concession for a permanent coaling station, together 
with land for a naval drill ground, but Mexico refused 
absolutely to enter into any such negotiations. The 
privilege of using Magdalena Bay temporarily for coal- 
ing purposes will be of great assistance to the battleship 
fleet on its cruise to the Pacific, but the attitude of 
Mexico has made it clear that the hope of acquiring the 
privilege in perpetuity might as well be abandoned.

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Considerable interest attaches to a conference to be 
held in December between the Executive Committee of 
the National Guard Association and the First Division 
of the Army General Staff. By-reason of the joint ma- 
neuvers between the Army and the National Guard, the 
increased appropriation for the Guard and co-operation 
in rifle practice, the Army and the Guard have been 
drawn very closely together within the past few years. 
At the coming conference a number of important sub- 
jects will be taken up, including the question of the con- 
forming of the militia to the organization of the Army. 
Following the conference a meeting of the National 
Guard Association will be held in Boston in January, to 
be followed by a meeting of the National Board for the 
Promotion of Rifle Practice in Washington in the same 
month.

There is now being prepared for the Service Schools 
at Fort Leavenworth a map of four hundred square 
miles of the surrounding territory, the work on which is 
done under the supervision of Mr. Glenn H. Smith, an 
expert topographer. His work is so excellent that the 
Assistant Commandant of the schools, Major Daniel H, 
Boughton, U.S.A., recommends that Mr. Smith be ap- 
pointed in the Army as topographer with rank and pay 
of captain, mounted, for the purpose of making maps 
for our military schools, Such maps when completed 
could be muitiplied to any extent and be thus made 
available for the Army at large. Only by some such 
measure as this, says Major Boughton, can the war game 
be made popular in our military Service.

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With the completion of the tabulation of the returns 
of the Cuban census a basis has been obtained for the ul- 
timate restoration of the island republic. When the Army 
of Cuban Pacification entered the island and the present 
provisional government was established it was announced 
that a census would be taken in order to enroll those citi- 
zens who were qualified to vote. Now that this has been 
done, it is the intention of the civil authorities to hold 
municipal elections as soon as possible—probably in July 
of next year—and if those elections disclose satisfactory 
conditions they will be followed six months later by na- 
tional! elections for president and members of Congress. 
It is reasonably certain that American troops will be kept 
in Cuba for another year at least. 
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It may be that the perceptible decline of industrial ac- 
tivity throughout the country will render it somewhat 
easier to enlist men for the Army, but the real remedy 
for the difficulty lies in an increase of pay and other 
measures to make the Service more attractive. Whether 
the proposed graded pay bill shall become a law or not 
cepends largely upon those whom it is intended to benefit. 
Members of Congress who have spoken of the measure 
are favorably disposed toward it and evidently all that is 
needed to insure its enactment is the hearty, harmonious 
support of the Services which it concerns. With that sup- 
port the bill has a fair chance of passage, but lacking it, 
defeat is a foregone conclusion. 
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The Leavenworth ‘Times has heard from sources which 
it does not name that if the proposed graded pay bill be- 
comes a law it will carry a rider abolishing the Army 
post exchange. ‘The reasons assigned for the rider are 
that the post exchange, post laundries and other institu- 
tions conducted in competition with private enterprises 
of like character can be operated only by taking officers 
and men from their legitimate military duties, that their 
competition is hurtful to business interests in communi- 
ties where they are maintained, and that they represent 
a form of commercialism and paternalism from which 
the Army should be free. 
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Rear Admiral Caspar F. Goodrich, U.S.N., made an 
address on “The Navy As It Is” at the banquet of the 
United States Neval Academy alumni of the Middle West 
in Chicago, on the evening of November 14, in the course 
of which he indulged in some exceedingly plain talk on the 
subject of promotion by selection. According to the Chi- 
cago Inter Ocean, he said: “I have given the best years 
of my life to the naval service. We have done great 
things, but we are not satisfied with what has been done, 
and seek to do still further things that will add to our 
greatness. I speak the truth frankly, and I desire that 
my criticisms shall not be taken as against the present 
administration, but against the system, when I say that 
the Navy will not stand for the selection system of pro- 
motions. When you find a man who is in favor of this 
system you usually find a man who thinks that he has 
some special merit above his fellow officers.” Rear Ad- 
miral Silas W. Terry, U.S.N., presided at the banquet 
and delivered an address on “The Navy As It Was,” and 
Rear Admiral Willard H. Brownson, U.S.N., spoke on 
“The Navy As It Should Be.” He referred to the pros- 
pective cruise of the fleet to the Pacific waters and said 
it was a right move. “We have a right to command 
honor from the entire world in all of our undertakings,” 
he declared. Among the guests were Capt. Albert Ross, 
U.S.N.$ Cyrus Townsend Brady, late U.S.N., and Speaker 
Cannon. The Speaker made an earnest address, saying 
in part: “We don’t believe in war, gentlemen, yet we 
must not abolish the Navy. The Navy is the most neces- 
sary arm of our national defense. Between the appro- 
priation committees and the Executive there should be a 
strong desire to keep the Navy in its personnel and con- 
struction on a par with the best of the navies of the 
world. Some one said to me the other day: “The Oregon 
has become antiquated.’ What if she has? I saw her 
when she was first completed at the Union Iron Works in 
San Francisco, when I little thought of that journey she 
was to make around the Horn during the Spanish war. 
She made the trip safely—the greatest voyage ever made 
by a battleship—yes, and out of that voyage was born the 
Vanama Canal. Administrations will never be perfect, 
but I am glad to hear the speakers voice their good will 
for the enlisted men. They may not be able to write 
compositions, but they have the brawn and the manhood. 
- We have many things tc embarrass us in Congress. In 
your churches, as in all churches, there are people who 
believe that all people ought to be good—according to 
their standard of goodness—people who think it wrong 
io drink a glass of beer, to smoke a good cigar, to have 
wine on the table, and dreadful to take a drink of whisky. 
They circulated petitions and abolished the canteen. I 
am not denying the honesty of their intentions. In my 
deliberate judgment Congress ought to have the nerve to 
take the consequence and restore the canteen for the good 
of our yeung manhood in the Army and the Navy.”

Major Charles Lynch, Med. Dept., U.S.A., made an 
address at the annual meeting of the New York State 
branch of the American National Red Cross Association 
in the city of New York, November 20, in the course of 
which he urged that measures be taken to provide rail- 
way hospitals and hospital ships for the transportation 
of men wounded in war. He also pointed out the need 
of a strong central organization for the supervision of 
Red Cross work, and recommended the adoption of an 
official text book on hygiene for use in the public schools, 
together with a compulsory course in first aid to’the in- 
jured. This suggestion is both timely and practical. If 
a course in military hygiene and first aid work were 
substituted for certain studies, such as sewing, cooking, 
ete., in the schools of New York, the change would be 
decidedly for the better, and the results would be im- 
measurably more useful to the boys and girls receiving 
such instruction. Sewing and cooking are things to be 
taught in the home, and as now taught in the schools of 
New York are of little or no value. On the other hand, 
a knowledge of hygiene and first aid work is an addition 
to the usefulness of its possessor as a citizen of the 
commonwealth, and te impart suck knowledge is as legiti- 
mate a part of common schcol education as the teaching 
of arithmetic or American history.

So much importance attaches to the airship invented 
by Dr. Alexander Graham Bell, with which he is now 
making elaborate experiments at Baddeck, Nova Scotia, 
that the War Department has an official representative 
present in the person of Lieut. Thomas E. Selfridge, 5th 
Field Art., U.S.A., who will embody the results of his 
observations in an exhaustive report. Lieutenant Sel- 
fridge was detailed to this duty last July, and has ever 
since then been engaged in Doctor Bell’s laboratory in 
Nova Scotia, where he has already become an expert in 
airship construction. Prior to his departure from Eng- 
land early in the present year, Doctor Bell confidently 
declared that the problem of aerial navigation was ap- 
proaching solution, and that aerial warships would be a 
feature of the military equipment of the future. Since 
then he has been constantly engaged in experiments in 
Nova Scotia with what is termed the “heavier-than-air” 
type of airship, with which he expects to demonstrate 
the soundness of the tetrahedral theory as applied to 
the navigation of the air. In this work he has had a 
most efficient helper in the person of Lieutenant Sel- 
fridge, who is secretary of the Aerial Experimental As- 
sociation, and whose report, which is due in January 
next, will be awaited with widespread interest. 








The Society of the Army of the Tennessee has just held 
its thirty-seventh annual meeting at Vicksburg, Miss., 
where its members were entertained with great hospitality 
by their old antagonists of the Civil War. The report of 
the previous annual meeting held at Council Bluffs, Iowa, 
Nov. 8-9, 1906, has just been received, and is a most in- 
teresting volume of decided historical value. Two of 
those present at the Council Bluffs meeting were Major 
yen. Frederick D. Grant, U.S.A., and Father Thomas 

‘Sherman, whose recollections of their experiences as boys 
accompanying their fathers during the Civil War were 
very interesting. Report was made at this meeting by 
committee appointed te answer the statement made in a 
Memorial Day speech at Grant’s tomb in New York by 
the orator of the day. The speaker, who evidently intend- 
ed to do honor to General Grant from a civilian point of 
view, stated that when Andrew Johnson told Grant that 
he intended to violate the terms of the parole given to 
Lee’s army at Appomattox, General Grant replied that if 


he did so he would declare martial law and march his 
army upon Washington. The suggestion that General 
Grant could even contemplate so flagrant an act of trea- 
son gave great offense to his old comrades and they took 
pains, not only to deny that such an incident ever oc- 
curred, but to show in detail that it was impossible that 
it should have happened. The story undoubtedly origi- 
nated from the well-known historical fact that General 
Grant did declare to President Johnson that if he violat- 
ed the parole given to Gen. Robert BE. Lee and undertook 
to put him on trial, that he (Grant) would promptly re- 
sign from the Army and appeal to the country. The pres- 
ident of the Society of the Tennessee is Gen. Grenville 
M. Dodge, and its recording secretary, by whom this re- 
port of the proceedings was compiled, Col. Cornelius 
Cadle. At this meeting the money was subscribed by in- 
dividual members of the Society for the purpose of put- 
ting a monument at Arlington over the grave of that gal- 
lant soldier, General Mower. The monument to Mower 
was subsequently erected and was unveiled on Memorial 
Day, May 30, 1907, with appropriate and elaborate cere- 
monies reported at the time. At the time of this reunion 
the Society of the Army of the Tennessee numbered 312, 
four thousand members having died since the organiza- 
tion, forty years ago.

While the United States Military Academy band still 
maintains its customary high standard of excellence un- 
der the able direction of Mr. Essigke, Col. Hugh L. Scott, 
U.S.A., Superintendent of the Academy, states that in 
point of numbers the band is weak, it being impossible 
to attract the required number of capable musicians at 
the present rates of pay. Colonel Scott therefore recom- 
mends that this band have a membership commensurate 
with the importance of its station, as follows: One lead- 
er, with pay and allowances of first lieutenant; one as- 
sistant leader (enlisted band sergeant), $75 per month; 
thirty first-class musicians (enlisted), $60 per month; 
thirty second-class musicians (enlisted), $50 per month. 
The band sergeant and assistant leader and the enlisted 
musicians to be also entitled to the clothing, fuel, rations, 
and other allowances of musicians of Cavalry, and the said 
leader, the band sergeant and assistant leader and the 
enlisted musicians to be entitled to the same benefits in 
respect to pay, emoluments, and retirement arising from 
longevity, re-enlistment, and length of service, as other 
officers and enlisted men of the Army.

In explaining his estimate of $1,000,000 for the pur- 
chase and installation“of additional searchlight outfits for 
coast defense, thee Chief of Engineers, General Mackenzie, 
states that with the appropriation of $210,000 it is pro- 
posed to procure searchlight outfits for as many forts as 
the funds will permit. Investigations are being made as 
to the best type of generators and projectors. The need 
at all defended harbors of an adequate supply of powerful 
searchlights has been fully demonstrated by the various 
exercises and maneuvers of the Artillery. The Chief of 
Engineers and the Chief of Artillery are entirely in ac- 
cord in the view that systematic installation of such ap- 
paratus for night defense should continue. The National 
Coast Defense Board estimated the cost of sufficient 
searchlights for the coast of the United States as $2,- 
987,700, without any provision for reserves.

Assistant Quartermaster General George Ruhlen, U. 
S.A., who recently inspected Fort Benjamin Harrison, 
in Indiana, has recommended the establishment of a rifle 
range thereon. He says that on the northwestern part 
of the reservation there is a piece of ground capable of 
being developed by grading, filling and bridging streams, 
into a fine target range with a fire line 1,700 yards long. 
The Indiana National Guard has extemporized a range 
with the extreme limit of 1,000 yards on ground north 
of that referred to as available for a post range, and is 
now improving it by building an artificial butt and clear- 
ing the range of obstructions.

Men of the talent, 
ability and forcefulness such as now are to be found in 
the list of officers, will- scarcely be replaced with the 
same caliber if something is not done by the Government 
to make the Service more attractive.”

SOCIETY OF NAVAL ARCHITECTS. 


The fifteenth general meeting of the Society of Naval 
Architects and Marine Engineers was held in Assembly 
Room No. 2, Engineering Societies Building, New York, 
Thursday and Friday, Nov. 21 and 22, of this week, con- 
cluding with a banquet at Delmonico’s on the evening: of 
Friday. Fourteen important papers on professional sub- 
jects were read and discussed. Naval Constr. D. W. 
Taylor, U.S.N., vice-president of the Society, described 
his experimental investigation of stream lines around 
ship’s models in the U.S. Experimental Basin at Wash- 
ington. The method of investigation is to bore a small 
hole from the inside or from the opposite of the deadwood 
and inject through the hole while the model is under way 
a solution of ten ounces of pyrogallic acid to a gallon of 
water. This is instantly largely diluted by the water as 
it passes through the hole in the model, and flows aft with 
the water, leaving a dark streak or smudge on the sur- 
face of the model, which widens as it passes aft, and is 
of such a nature that its center line, which is taken as the 
stream line past the hole, can be located with a good deal 
of accuracy. After each run the model is lifted from 


the water, the stream line located as far as possible and 
marked, and a new hole bored at the after portion of it 
for the next run. The wave profile against the side can be 
quite accurately determined by dropping a litttle acid into 
the water close to the side. 

Further tactical considerations involved in warship de- 
sign were considered in a paper by Comdr. A. P. Niblack, 
j.S.N. In this we are told that one of the least under- 
stood tactical considerations is the use of the compass. 
The compass course steered is lost sight of in the all- 
important necessity of keeping all of your guns bearing 
on the enemy all the time, and yet actual compass bear- 
ings and compass readings are necessary as aids to hand- 
ling fleets and individual ships. A helmsman, steering 
a ship, normally follows a definite compass course, but 
battle conditions require the captain to vary the heading 
of the ship either to obey a signal or to maintain posi- 
tion in relation to other ships in the formation. As it is 
practically impossible to use a compass in a conning- 
tower, the only visual guide the helmsman has to steady 
him on a course is either the ship next ahead, seen 
through a slit, or, better still, the enemy’s target ship 
seen on one hand or the other through a slit. The con- 
ning tower gives protection, but is so defective for seeing 
that few commanding officers will consent to remain boxed 
up in them. 

Commander Niblack further tells us that there are 
several eccentricities in our present battle and armored 
cruiser divisions that are deplorable, viz., in-turning 
serews and out-of-date and indifferent steering gear. ‘No 
question of expense should stand in the way of making 
good these defects. Nor should armored protection and 
heavy armament ever be sacrificed to speed, as speed is 
only attainable, without this sacrifice, by great increase 
in displacement. It remains to be proven that turbine 
engines are worth the tactical sacrifice due to injecting 
into our existing fleet units whose handling qualities are 
uncertain and so different from other ships. Radical de- 
partures from conservative methods are alluring, but 
where we balk at liquid fuel for boilers (which is large- 
ly a strategic question) why ignore tactical considera- 
tions in engine design? As a matter of fact, it would seem 
reasonable to wait for the coming revolution in methods 
of propulsion involved in internal combustion engines with 
no smoke-pipes rather than to follow all the fashions in 
European design. It is a common saying that we adopt 
ideas that are just going out of date abroad, but the rela- 
tion of the tactical qualities of each ship designed, to 
those both building and built, should receive some consid- 
eration. The proper point of view for the average line 
officer should be to make the most of the ships as they are. 
There is too little battle practice as if in battle to enable 
anyone to pronounce our present arrangements defective, 
except in minor details. Gunnery is the best test of ord- 
nance. Battle tactics is the best test of the battle quali- 
ties of our fleet. There is to-day in our Navy a tendency 
to formulate our tactics rigidly on the basis of rectangular 
movements. At the risk of being heretical, after so many 
years of being very orthedox, the writer is inclined to be- 
lieve that, in ‘sparring for position’ in the approach to the 
attack, oblique movements have a possible use, rare it is 
true, but sufficient to justify a recognition of their not 
being altogether anathema.” 





SUBMARINES OF BATTLESHIP SPEED. 


In this paper by Mason S. Chace, we are told 
that submarines or submersibles were not used in the Rus- 
siau-Japanese War. Contact mines, particularly freely 
floating ones, and automobile torpedoes did play impor- 
tant roles. Due to their mere extensive use in this war 
than in any previous one by both combatants, the total 
tonnage of naval vessels destroyed by mines on both sides, 
including Japanese transports, reaches an enormous fig- 
ure. Unfortunately we must add to this figure the ton- 
nage of a long list of vessels, including passenger steam- 
ers, freighters, fishermen, etc., destroyed by floating mines 
since the war, together with the consequent loss of life of 
non-bélligerents not only in the Sea of Japan and the 
Yellow Sea, but also along the coast of China as far south 
as the Straits of Formosa. This destruction of life and 
property by vagrant floating mines, either Japanese or 


- Russian, still continues to-day, over two years after the 


cessation of hostilities. ‘The damage inflicted by the ex- 
plosion of a single mine was sufficient to, in many cases, 
cause the total loss of the vessel struck, both Japan and 
Russia having lost battleships in this way. It is interest- 
ing to note that while the mines employed contained a 
weight of explosives of 500 pounds and over, in general, 
the damage inflicted by the explosion of a mine is local 
in character rather than widespread enough to cause the 
distortion or dismemberment of the ship structure as a 
whole. If the explosion of the mine explodes the ship’s 
magazines this would, of course, not be true. 

The automobile torpedo when discharged either from 
torpedoboats and destroyers or from larger vessels did 
not come up to the expectations of its advocates. It is 
estimated that less than one-half of one per cent. of the 
torpedoes fired in the various actions in the vicinity of 
Port Arthur reached their mark, and the damage due to 
the explosion was more strictly local in character and 
materially less than that which had been expected. While 
the weight of a charge carried in the war-head of an old 
Whitehead 18-inch torpedo is only about 120 pounds as 
compared with the 600 pounds or more mine-charges, for 
even equal weights of charge the damage due to the ex- 
plosion of a torpedo is less than that due to the mine ex- 
plosion, for, owing to the elongated shape of the torpedo 
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Wwar-head, the mine-charge is in closer contact with the 
ship at the time of the explosion. This is particularly 
true if the torpedo is fitted with a net cutter. Modifica- 
tion of the shape of the torpedo war-head can only lead 
to a slight improvement in this particular. Many tor- 
pedoes were fired when out of effective torpedo range, also 
others under conditions of combat which seriously inter- 
fered with their being properly aimed or discharged. The 
14-inch torpedo is too small to be effective. It is, of 
course, open to speculation what would have been the re- 
sults obtained if all the torpedoes used had been of the 
latest type. In the 21-inch torpedoes recently adopted 
for battleship use, the increased size and displacement 
has been utilized to increase speed and endurance rather 
than to increase the weight of charge carried. The most 
recent 18-inch torpedo carries a charge of 225 pounds and 
has a maximum range of 3,000 yards at a speed of 27 
knots. With regard to the use of torpedo nets there is 
much difference of opinion. Japan adheres to their use 
while “Russia has apparently abandoned them, judging 
from the fact that they have been omitted from the new 
Russian armored cruiser Rurik. The nets of the Sebas- 
topol did excellent work, under disadvantageous condi- 
tions, in stopping Japanese torpedoes, in spite of the fact 
that the torpedoes were fitted with net cutters. England 
has fitted torpedo nets of a French pattern to her ships 
for a number of years and has made changes and improve- 
ments in them from time to time to keep ahead of im- 
provements made in torpedo-net cutters. The latest type 
of net fitted on the Dreadnought weighs about five pounds 


--per square foot and can be maintained in position with 


the ship at a speed of ten knots. These nets can be put 
out or taken up and secured in place in from two to three 
minutes. The approximate total weight of such a set of 
nets, complete with handling gear, is about eighty tons. 
‘Torpedo nets are not used in the French or American na- 
val services. : 

The consensus of opinion is that submarines would 
have been of valuable service to the Russians, both in ren- 
dering difficult, if not impossible, a close blockade of Port 
Arthur, also in seriously interfering with the work of 
landing Japanese. troops on the Korean coast. It may 
also be advanced that submarines using Port Arthur as 
a base could have made attacks on the dockyards (Sasebo 
and Maizuru) and ports (Moji and Shimonsiki) of the 
neighboring Japanese coast, and that vice versa Japan- 
ese submarines could have penetrated the harbor of Port 
Arthur. Existing types of submarines used in conjunc- 
tion with mines tend to limit the role of the battleship in 
wars of the future to fighting on the high seas. If sub- 
marines are.to fight battleships at sea and to threaten 
their existence, they must be of a type which possesses a 
surface speed at least equal to that of the battleship, 
combined with sufficient endurance to enable them to get 
within striking distance. The true conclusion is that sub- 
marines are not and cannot be substituted for torpedo- 
boats and destroyers, but are complementary thereto. It 
may be doubted whether, on the whole, swift surface tor- 
pedoboats may not prove more effective than slow sub- 
marines in getting torpedo attacks “home” and injuring 
an enemy even in daylight. 





MOTOR BOATS FOR NAVAL SERVICE. 


Naval Constr. L. S. Adams, U.S.N., presents a strong 
argument in favor of gasolene boats for the Navy. He 
says: ‘The lack of progress in this matter in the Navy 
appears to be due to a distinct prejudice on the part of 
most naval-ofticers to carrying gasolene on board ship, on 
account of its explosive properties, and to the fact that 
most officers of the Navy have but a superficial knowledge 
ef the gasolene engine, believing that the latter is not suf- 
ficiently reliable for naval purposes. The writer. believes 
that the danger is greatly exaggerated in the minds of 
most people. Heat, such as that from a flame or a hot 
spark, is required to produce an explosion. <A _ lighted 
cigar or cigarette will not ignite liquid gasolene, and if 
immersed in the latter would be put out. To produce an 
explosion, there must also be present a mixture of gaso- 
lene vapor and air in approximately exact proportions, 
and in a confined or enclosed space. An explosion cannot 
be obtained in the open air. The most serious danger on 
a warship would be from setting the gasolene on fire. 
Water on such a fire would make matters worse, as liquid 
gasolene will burn on top of water. 

“It is evident that the carrying of gasolene on the 
weather deck is unsafe, as no one can deny that a war- 
ship should at all times be fully prepared for war. The 
writer suggests, as an adequately safe storage on large 
vessels, that the gasolene be carried in copper tanks lo- 
cated in the trimming tanks of the vessel, the copper 
tanks to be fitted with filling and suction piping, leading 
to the weather deck, with suitable stop-valves at the 
tanks, which valves should be kept closed except when 
tilling the tanks or pumping out the gasolene. The stor- 
age of gasolene in them would not prevent their being 
used for trimming in case of necessity, and it is believed 
that the carrying of gasolene in them would provide an 
arrangement so safe as to silence all objections on this 
point. 

“In the case of torpedoboats and destroyers, I would 
also suggest the extreme forward compartment for carry- 
ing gasolene, similar to the arrangement outlined for 
larger vessels. In this location it would be farthest re- 
moved from danger of ignition or accident from the crew 
of the boat itself, but it would be exposed to an enemy’s 
fire. The latter would, however, be the case with any 
location on the boat. If considered too dangerous, the 
gasolene need not be carried in time of action, and could 
be obtained as necessary from one of the larger vessels 
of the fleet. 

“It is believed that the development of a satisfactory 
and efficient explosive alcohol engine is near at hand. 
This, if accomplished, will very materially reduce the 
danger from the explosive fuel. It seems to be the pre- 
vailing opinion that anyone can run a gasolene engine, 
whereas, as a matter of fact, more intelligent care is 
necessary than with a steam-engine. With the latter, as 
long as there is steam and enough oil, the engine will run, 
unless something is radically wrong. In the hands of a 
man specially educated for the work, a gasolene engine is 
sufficiently reliable for naval use. Probably the steam- 
engine alone is somewhat lighter than the gasolene en- 
gine, but when the total installation, including the boiler, 
is considered, the advantage is very materially in favor of 
the gasolene engine. The total weight of the gasolene in- 
stallation is about 8,350 pounds as against 8,780 for a 
steam installation of the same power, again in weight 
equivalent to thirty-six men. Deduct this weight from the 
present 40-foot steam cutter and it is at onee evident that 
a faster and more seaworthy boat is obtained with, at the 
same -time, a very much larger carrying capacity. 

“There is little if any difference in the cost of gasolene 
and steam. Even if the gasolene engine were found to be 
more expensive to operate, it is believed that the increased 
cost of operation would be more than offset by the large 


reduction in cost of maintenance. There is a saving in 
space of from twenty to twenty-five per cent. The ability 
oi the gasolene engine to start at its maximum power at 
a moment’s notice is of the utmost importance in war, as 
is-also the fact that there is an entire absence of flame, 
where a steam boat would disclose its presence to the 
enemy at night.’”’ The writer believes that gasolene en- 
gines should be installed in all of the present steam 
launches and that hereafter hulls should be altered to 
provide the better boats, made possible by the installation 
of lighter machinery. “Also it would appear advanta- 
geous to install a gasolene engine in every whaleboat, cut- 
ter and sailing launch. The engines of the necessary 
power for these boats would be so small that they would 
not present any material interference in rowing these 
boats when it was so desired. This would leave the men 
required to row the boats available for more important 
work. Different designs for these boats might also be 
found desirable after suitable experience. In addition to 
this it is believed that every large vessel should carry one 
light seaworthy boat of comparatively high speed, for 
picket and other similar duty.’ 





REVENUE CUTTERS FOR SPECIAL PURPOSES. 

C. A. MeAllister, Engineer-in-Chief, U.S.R.C.S., tells 
us that in the past fifteen years something over two-thirds 
of the old fleet of cutters have been replaced by new ves- 
sels, modern in every respect, and fitted to perform effli- 
ciently their duties as revenue cutters; in addition there- 
to the larger cutters have been so constructed as to form 
valuable auxiliaries te the Navy in time of war, as evi- 
denced by the effective blockade and despatch duties per- 
formed by a number of them during the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War. The rebuilding of the fleet is still in progress, 
and Congress, during its last two sessions, has made ap- 
propriations for six additional vessels. Two of these ves- 
sels, designated during the progress of construction as 
revenue cutters Nos, 16 and 17, respectively, are designed 
for special service. One is to succor vessels in distress in 
and near the Straits of Juan de Fuca, the dangerous en- 
trance to Puget Sound. “It is probable that the new tug 
will be alle to steam 25 knots per ton of coal, at her 
economical speed. With her bunker capacity she should, 
therefore, be capable of steaming about 3,000 knots, which 
should enable her to make a very thorough search for any 
missing craft. Although her designed speed is but 12 
knots, there is little doubt that, with her comparatively 
large boiler power, she, should, in an emergency, be ca- 
pable of making between 13 and 14 knots. “It is believed 
that the design contemplates the furnishing of every 
known device of any practical value, which can be of 
service in saving life at sea. Revenue Cutter No. 17 is 
intended for exclusive use as a derelict destroyer in the 
North Atlantic Ocean. Most of these derelicts are lumber 
vessels, which it is so difficult to destroy that they will 
have to be towed to the nearest land where they can be 
beached or securely moored until disposed of otherwise. 
In some instances it might be found advisable to burn 
these relics of lumbermen, but even with this method a 
number of unburned logs would be bound to get adrift. 
Iron or steel vessels loaded with heavy cargoes can be 
readily blown up and sunk by carefully placed mines of 
gun-cotton or dynamite. It is expected that the derelict 
destroyers will be ready for duty July 1, 1908. 

Naval Constr. W. B. Ferguson, jr., U.S.N., describes 
two instances of unusual repairs to vessels at the navy 
yard, New York, within the past fifteen months, the Nero 
and Lightship No. 88. 

William T. Powell contributes a paper, entitled “Some 
Early History Regarding the Double-Turretted Monitor 
Miantanomoh and Class.” 

“Wooden Sailing Ships” is an historical paper by B. B. 
Crowninshield, accompanied with interesting illustrations 
of old-time wooden vessels.

REPORT OF PAYMASTER GENERAL, U.S.N. 


Paymr. Gen, Hustace B. Rogers, U.S.N., states in his 
annual report that the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts 
®as great difficulty in providing pay officers for duty 
ashore and afloat, and that an increase in the corps is 
seriously needed. The corps, he contends, should be 
large enough to allow for at least two years’ training 
afloat before an assistant paymaster is intrusted with 
responsible duty. ‘The retirement of the Civil War pay- 
masters, combined with the increase in numbers during 
the more recent years, has caused very rapid promotion. 
The consequence is that about half of the ‘corps has 
reached the higher grades at a young age, and stagna- 
tion in promotion is facing the men below them, and is 
already having its degenerating effect. From May, 1908, 
to July, 1915, a period of over seven years, there will 
be but two retirements from age in this corps of 200 
officers, making a condition for the future that is not 
pleasant to contemplate. The remedies are to create a 
flow of promotion by demanding of the corps the greatest 
degree of efficient service and, in default of this, to re- 
tire or drop wholly from the Navy those failing short of 
this standard. This ean be accomplished by establish- 
ing a wise and just system of selection and by making 
more rigid the examinations for promotion, and especially 
by considering serious professional lapses as moral de- 
linquencies, as in fact they are, since they show defects 





‘in character and stamina. The Bureau would particu- 


larly commend to the Department the recommendation 
of the Alger Board, and especially that part of its re- 
port which provides for a probationary service of two 
years for officers entering the Pay Corps from civil life. 

The Paymaster General recommends that Navy pay 
clerks be granted increased pay and retirement; that the 
elerical force of the office be increased and placed on a 
more satisfactory footing as regards the matter of pay; 
that the clerks at the general storekeepers’ offices at 
navy yards be treated more liberally and that better 
storehouses be provided at the various yards. 

The total credits of the Bureau, including balance 
from the fiscal year preceding, amounted to $161,004,- 
485.30; total debits, $112,751,194.71. Cost of maintain- 
ing ships in commission, including pay of officers and 
men, $21,032,412.96. Deposits of savings by enlisted 
men during the year, $668,272.40; repayments of same, 
$551,863.90. 

Successful efforts were made during the year to im- 
prove the quality of meats and other provisions supplied 
enlisted men. In this effort the Bureau received the 
hearty support of the Bureau of Animal Industry and 
the Bureau of Chemistry of the Department of Agri- 
eulture. The result las been most beneficial, and it is 
hoped that when the next annual contracts are signed 
still further progress will have been made. The method 
of inspection of tinned and salted meats has been en- 
tirely changed and brought into agreement with that of 


the United States Army. A naval meat inspector is new 
stationed at Chicago, and the Bureau is working in 
hearty co-operation with the Commissary Department of 
the Army in perfecting this most important matter—the 
integrity of its foods, ‘

REPORT OF SURGEON GENERAL, U.S.N. 

Surg. Gen. Presley M. Rixey, U.S.N., in his annual re- 
port strongly recommends a reorganization of the Navy 
Hospital Corps and the creation of a corps of dental sur- 
geous and a corps of women nurses for the Navy. 

The health of the Navy and Marine Corps for the cal- 
endar year 1906 was good, the ratio of admissions to the 
sick list 1,000 of strength heing greater for last year, but 
less than for the ten preceding years. 

The average strength of the active list during the year 
1906 was 42,529, which is an increase of 1,316 over the 
previous year, the average strength of 1905 being 41,313. 
Returns were received by the Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery from a force of 41,690, the difference, 839, rep- 
resenting the crews of small vessels not provided with 
medical officers, officers and men on leave, and those on 
special or detailed duty at places from which medical re- 
turns in detail are not received. Reports of death are re- 
ceived from the total force, and the figures representing 
that strength are used in computing ratios of death, but 
all other ratios are based upon the number shown by the 
returns of the Medical Department. The total number 
of admissions for all causes was 32,517, the ratio per 
1,000 of strength being 787.23, as compared with a ratio 
of 714.51 for the previous year and 788.18 for the ten 
preceding years. There were 27,452 admissions for dis- 
ease and 5,066 for injuries, giving ratios of 658.47 and 
121.49 respectively. ‘The corresponding ratios for 1905 
were 594.82 and 106.67, from which it will be seen that 
poe ne ge for diseases and injuries were greater than 
in 1905. 

The daily average of’ patients was 1,420.44, and the 
ratio per 1,000 of strength 34.06, being greater than the 
previous year, when the daily average was 1,250.12 and 
the ratio per 1,000, 31.55. ‘The total number of sick days 
was 518.461, or an average of 12.43 sick days for every 
man in the Navy and Marie Corps, and the average du- 
ration of the treatment for each case was 15.94 days. 
During 1905 the total number of sick days was 456,296, 
the average per man 11.51, and the average duration of 
treatment 16.11 days. 

The number of persons invalided from the Service dur- 
ing the year for disease and injury was 1,117, giving a 
ratio of 26.26 per 1,000 of strength. The corresponding 
figures for the previous year were 1,201 and 29.07, re- 
spectively. The ratio for 1906 is lower than that for last 
year and of the ten preceding years. The discharges for 
disability include 908 for disease and 209 for injury, with 
ratios per 1,000 of strength of 21.35 and 4.91, respec- 
tively. The corresponding figures for 1905 were 1,023 
and 4.38, with ratios per 1,000 of strength of 24.76 and 
4.38, respectively. 

There were 241 deaths during the year, giving a ratio 
of 5.66, which is considerably less than that of the pre- 
vious year (6.48) and less than the average of the ten 
preceding years (6.63). One hundred and forty-four 
deaths occurred from disease, with a ratio of 3.38, and 
97 from injury (including poison), with a ratio of 2.28. 
Among the causes of admission to the sick list gonorrhea 
stands first, with 2,640 admissions, and malarial diseases, 
with 1,854 admissions, stands second. 

The diseases causing the largest number of admissions 
to the sick list stand in the following order: First, ve- 
nereal diseases, 2,640; second, malarial diseases, 1,854; 
third, tonsilitis, 1,375; fourth, bronchial affections, 1,211; 
fifth, wounds, 1,211; sixth, syphilis, 1,147; seventh, epi- 
demic catarrh, 1,076; and eighth, rheumatic affections,

The Surgeon General states that the number of prop- 
erly qualified applicants for commissions as medical offi- 
cers falls far short of requirements and that legislation is 
needed to make the Service more attractive. A naval 
hospital corps of at least 1,000 men is needed. This 
corps, organized in 1898, is continually losing the services 
of many of those desirable men who have had training 
and experience. Moreover, new enlistments have not been 
sufficient to fill the vacancies thus created in the corps 
and are falling off in spite of all that can be done under 
existing conditions. In other words, while the demand 
for men has increased, their number has decreased. The 
present total force of the Hospital Corps, 801 men, is 
grossly inadequate to the needs of the Service. 

Surgeon General Rixey recommends that a medical offi- 
cer be included in the membership of the Navy General 
Board and the Board of Inspection; that the Bureau of 
Medicine and Surgery be reorganized along lines that will 
insure greater efficiency, and that a board of officers be 
appointed to formulate suggestions as to the authority, 
duties and function of the fleet surgeon. He also recom- 
mends an appropriation of $3,000,000 for the construction 
of two hospital ships, one for the Atlantic and one for the 
Pacific. 

The opinion is expressed that if the use of cigarettes 
were forbidden all persons under twenty-one years of age 
on board ship, our sick records would be smaller, and that 
it would foster the development of a better physique and 
enhance the general efficiency of the Service. The bureau 
favors a departmental order in the matter of cigarette 
smoking to this end.

WAR AND INSANITY. 

Doctor Awtokratow, who had charge of the Central 
Asylum for insane-soldiers at Harbin during the Russo- 
Japanese war, and who organized a system of segregating 
and treating the inmates, has written a valuable review 
of his experiences for the Allgemeine Zeitschrift fiir 
Psychiatrie. The hospital was open fifteen months, and 
in that time 1,349 patients were received, 275 of whom 
were commissioned officers. Doctor Awtokratow says in 
part: 

“Among the officers chronic alcoholism was the com- 
monest variety of insanity, occurring in 34.58 per cent. 
of the total number of cases, the other groups of numeri- 
cal importance being neurasthenic insanity (11.2 per 
cent.), and general paralysis (10.4 per cent.) In time of 
peace, it may be remarked, general paralysis is the most 
frequent form of disease among officers, alcoholism be- 
ing second on the list! Among the rank and file treated 
at Harbin these two clinical varieties were comparatively 
much less common, chronic alcoholism amounting only 
to 10.86 and general paralysis to 4.3 per cent. of the 
total. : 

“The predominant form of disease among the soldiers 
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was epileptic insanity, no less than 27.9 per cent. of the 
eases being classed under this head. Alcoholism and 
confusional insanity came next in importance. This re- 
markable frequency of the epileptic psychoses is to be 
attributed in some measure to a direct influence of the 
stress of battle, for in several instances that came under 
his observation he ascertained that the patients, though 
of epileptic stock, had shown no symptoms of the neu- 
rosis until at the close of a severe engagement they 
were seized with convulsions followed by epileptic mania. 
As might be anticipated, in the acute insanities, par- 
ticularly in neurasthenic and confusional cases, the in- 
fluence of the war gave a characteristic color to _the 
mental symptoms, phases of panic terror, with hallucina- 
tions of bursting shells, pursuing enemies, putrefying 
corpses, and so forth, being especially frequent. In the 
eases of general paralysis described no such influence ap- 
pears to have been perceptible in the delusions and hal- 
lucinations of the patients.” 


FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


The experiments soon to be undertaken with the old 
British battleship Hero, off the coast of Kent, England, 
will be of keen scientific interest to naval experts every- 
where. When the armor-clad ship Belleisle was used as 
a target in similar experiments the main object was to 
ascertain the resisting power of the best armor plate then 
extant against the fire of 6-inch and 9-inch guns. Since 
then, however, immense improvements have been made in 
naval gunnery, and the range has been so increased that 
an elaborate system of delicate instruments, including 
telephones, dial indicators, etc., all electrically operated, 
has been introduced, and these appliances are connected 
with the conning tower and with the range-finders in the 
fire control stations on the masts. The purpose of the 
trials with the Hero is to find out what effect shell fire 
will have on these delicate instruments and on the officers 
in charge of them. Consequently the Hero is being fitted 
up with a complete set of modern electrical fire control 
apparatus, while dummy figures representing officers and 
men are to be placed in the fire-control stations and at 
the gun stations in the turrets. Then in an out-of-the- 
way spot off the Kentish coast the battleships Britannia 
and Hibernia are to fire into the Hero with high explo- 
sive shells, after which the effect of the gun fire on the 
ship’s electrical instruments will be carefully investigated. 
In view of the complex and delicate character of electrical 
installations on modern warships it will be seen that the 
results of the forthcoming tests must be of very great im- 
portance. 

Tokio advices state that the Mikado left the city Nov. 
15 to attend the army maneuvers, which will be on an un- 
usually large scale, 41,000 troops of all branches of the 
service participating. The maneuvers will be directed 
through the balloon and electric light corps. The line will 
extend for thirty-five miles along the Kinu river, near 
Nikko, a noted resort. General Prince Fushima and Gen- 
eral Viscount Kamura will command the respective 
forces. 

Referring to the fighting methods of the Moorish war- 
riors around Casablanca, against whom the French are 
now conducting active operations, a news despatch reports 
that “French troops performed no child’s play in defend- 
ing Casablanca against the repeated attacks made on 
their position outside the city. One of the Moorish horse- 
men’s devices was to charge for a short distance at full 
gallop, dragging a large bundle of sticks along the ground. 
The sticks raised a dense cloud of dust, under cover of 
which it was easy for the men on foot to advance and 
fire on the French. The fire, in fact, was so hot that 
General Drude’s tent was riddled with bullets, and he 
ordered the flag flying over it to be hauled down.” 

St. Petersburg despatches state that Admiral Dikoff, 
Minister of Marine, recently visited the dockyards at 
Nikolaieff, and ordered ten destroyers to be built, at a 
total cost of 28,000,000 roubles. The vessels are to be 
completed within three years. 


Tests were recently made in the German army of a 
field howitzer recoiling on its carriage, and provided with 
shields. It is not decided if the howitzer batteries should 
be left with the field artillery regiments, as they now 
exist, or if they should be formed into special regiments 
or special corps. The Fahrbiicher is of opinion that a 
barrel recoiling howitzer should be adopted, and expresses 
the hopes that the Reichstag will see its way to granting 
the necessary funds. 

A writer in Le Petit Bleu, of Paris, insists that an 
Anglo-Franco-German war is inevitable, and that in 
such a case it will be wrong to reckon upon the neutrality 
of Belgium being maintained. So far as Belgium is con- 
cerned, he estimates that Belgium ought to keep up a 
standing army of one hundred thousand men under arms, 
with 33,000 men in contingents serving six years with 
the colors, and he asserts that if men pass from the 
army into the civic guard, Belgium would have enough 
men to maintain the communications in the rear, and 
also in part to man the various garrisons. 

A Pekin newspaper, the Schen-pau, states that two 
Officials named Li-pan-tsau and Schen-schau-hsiin have 
been ordered to France to inspect places where cannons 
and other heavy war materials are made. They are to 
be followed soon by four more officials with similar 
duties, after which armories and factories are to be made 
in China along the lines of those visited and inspected. 

According to the Canadian Military Gazette, the Do- 
minion authorities have it in contemplation to reduce 
the period of enlistment for service in the militia from 
three years to one, on account of the difficulties that 
employment gives rise to, in preventing a man from at- 
tending drills and training for three consecutive years. 
“The authorities,” says the Gazette, “have at last reached 
the very wise conclusion that it is better fully to recog- 
nize conditions as they are.” 

Recently at the Kockum Establishment, Malmé, 
Sweden, the torpedo gunboat Vale, the first to be built 
in Sweden, was launched. She displaces 430 tons, and 
is to have a speed of 30 knots. The armament will con- 
sist of two 12-pounders and four smaller guns, with tor- 
pedo tubes. The water-tube boilers are on the Yarrow 
type. Two torpedoboats have been launched at the 
Bergsund yard at Stockholf, No. 8 and No. 9, and at 
the same establishment two others are in hand. 

It is stated by a Japanese journal, Dsi-Dsi, instead 
of forming the divisions into army corps, as was the 
original intention of the Japanese military authorities, 
the divisions will consist of three brigades. The ad- 
vantages, says the above mentioned review, will consist 
in maintaining the division as the highest army unit and 
in the decrease of the effective of the general staff. The 
disadvantage is that the division would become less easy 
to handle. The above scheme is, however, quite op- 





posed to the proposals made by the commission consti- 
tuted after the conclusion of peace. 

Early in October four small monitors arrived at 
Galatz for the Roumanian government, intended for ser- 
vice on the Danube. They had been built by the Sta- 
bilimento Tecnico at Trieste, and have a displacement 
of 600 tons. They have received the names of Jon Bra- 
tianu, Lasecar Cartargi, Lahovary and Mihail Cogal- 
nicenu. The armament will comprise three 5-inch Skoda 
quick firers in revolving turrets, two 5-inch howitzers, 
two 3-pounders, and two machine guns. Bulgaria is also 
adding to her flotilla, and three torpedoboats, built by 
Schneider, have arrived at Varna. They have a displace- 
ment of 100 tons and a speed of twenty-six knots, and 
have received the names of Khrabi, Smeli and Bistri. 

The Militir Wochenblatt states that experiments have 
been made in Germany to see if field artillery projectiles 
suffer from having been under water during the passage 
of a river by ammunition wagons. These experiments 
proved that projectiles after having been about fifteen 
minutes in the water, retain their efficacy if they are 
used shortly after the immersion. On the other hand, 
they are of but little use if the ammunition is used some 
days after immersion or if they have been under water 
longer than fifteen .minutes. A large consignment of 
American small arms cartridges were once immersed for 
months in the harbor of New York in a sunken vessel, 
and when they were recovered they were found to be en- 
tirely uninjured and as effective as ever. 
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CHANGE IN NAVY UNIFORM NOT WANTED. 
U.S.S. Piscataqua, Cavite, P.I. 
To THE EpIToR OF THE ARMY AND NAvVy JOURNAL: 

I have questioned quite a number of the enlisted men 
of the Navy on this station as to their views on a change 
of uniform, and the replies were most unanimously unfa- 
vorable to any change that would discard the present uni- 
form, while a great number claimed that the neat and 
comfortable appearance the present uniform made was 
directly the cause of their enlisting, and I also claim that 
this same uniform, with its conspicuous lack of gorgeous 
and vulgar “gil guys,’ so prevalent among hotel and mer- 
eantile establishments, and foreign navies, appeared to me 
to be so incomparably neat and harmonious that one 
should feel justly proud to be a wearer of it. Since com- 
ing into the Navy, the present uniform has lost none of 
its luster in my eyes, and when on large vessels, it would 
be an interesting half hour to watch the liberty party fall 
in on the quarterdeck, the majority presenting an im- 
maculate appearance, with neat fitting suits of blues, 
that had been scrupulously taken care of; a nice fitting 
hat, with a spotless white lanyard. I have often won- 
dered how a civilian could refrain from feeling envious 
at the manly appearance some men in uniform present. 

Of course the “ill-fitting” uniforms were referred to in 
your article, and this, and only this from my point of 
view, is the sensible point in the discussion. Contrary 
to your article in the April 10 issue, I think the present 
uniform is the essential feature of the recruiting office. 
I positively know it was in my case, as well as that of 
others whom I have questioned on the subject. Let 
well enough alone. Our estimable President, no doubt, 
at the suggestion of some thoughtful officer of the Navy, 
in that Departmental order, whereby a ship’s tailor was 
created, at extra compensation, to adjust the uniforms 
being drawn from the paymaster, did more than any con- 
sideration or discussion whatsoever to secure the substan- 
tial amelioration of our uniform. 

If some are so insistent on a change, do away with the 
two-foot rule on the quarterdeck at liberty party forma- 
tions, and let a man wear a hat the diameter of which 
is becoming his stature, and a collar to the jumper that 
does not overlap his arms when hanging by his side. 

A considerable number of men have left this station 
with a very short time to do, and there are a great many 
leaving every month for the United States to be dis- 
charged on account of the expiration of their enlistment. 
The apparent ambition of each and every one of them is 
to provide themselves with what is termed a “homeward 
bound” suit of blues, made by some expert tailor at prices 
ranging from $15 to $25 (gold), and as this suit only 
consists of a blouse and a pair of trousers, made out of 
cloth furnished by the Department, and as, I say, ninety 
per cent. of the men getting discharged, whether on this 
station or the Atlantic, supply themselves with these 
“homeward bounders,” does it seem reasonable to assume 
that the majority of the men now in the Service received 
the announcement of a change in uniform with acclama- 
tion? 

If so, I shall be delighted to hear from some other en- 
listed man on the Atlantic Station as to his opinion of 
the matter.

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SOME FACTS ABOUT BRITISH RHGIMENTS. 


Salt Lake City. 
To THE EpiTror OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

It is a popular belief with many that the 2d Dragoon 
Guards of the British army is the same regiment as the 
Scots Greys, but such is not the case. The 2d Dragoon 
Guards and the 2d Dragoons (second to none) are two 
different regiments. Both are dressed in scarlet, the 
facings of the one being blue, the other buff. There is 
also a difference in plumes. Coming to the territorial 
(line) regiments we find the list with their affiliated mi- 
litia and volunteer battalions, with the exception of the 
Irish regiment, who have no volunteers affiliated to them. 

Personally, I prefer the British idea as to uniforms: 
they are not all dressed alike, as is the case here. Al! 
royal regiments are dressed alike, scarlet with blue fac- 
ings, as, see King’s Liverpool Regiment, Royal Welsh 
Fusiliers, King’s Own Royal Lancasters, while North- 
umberland Fusiliers, Lancashire Fusiliers, have white 
facings, the sole exception being the King’s Royal Rifles, 
60th Foot, which was a rifie regiment and not a line one. 
There was a distinction between them in the olden days, 
and up to fifteen years ago there was a difference in the 
manual of arms. The line regiments old style on the 
command, “Shoulder arms,” did the long shoulder, that 
is, carry the rifle from the order to the left side, holding 
the rifle by the butt, left arm extended to the piece. 
whereas rifle regiments used the short shoulder, carrying 
the rifle up, holding it with the right arm, forefinger 
through the trigger ring—you know how I mean; I can’t 
give exact details as given in drill instructions. Of course, 
commands are different here. What you term left shoul- 
der we call “slope,” only in doing the latter we turn the 
rifle on the side with sling facing left, because in the Lee 
Metford the magazine is under the barrel and not on the 
side, as is the case here. 

Some years ago I was on a guard of honor to receive 








the Shah of Persia, and we had to learn the long shoulder 
movement. It was a difficult feat to march erect carrying 
the rifle at the long shoulder, as the difficulty was in the 
balancing, for the rifle had to be carried perpendicular 
(erect) and not allowed to lean slantways on the shoul- 
der. .Another difficulty was when carrying on.the slope- 
(left shoulder) to drop at order to shoulder, as many, not 
being used to it. lost control of the rifle in the downward 
movement and either let it drop on the floor or lost their 
erect bearing while on the march in doing the trick. Say 
you were marching past carrying rifle (American style) 
left shoulder arms, then came the command shoulder 
(long shoulder, English styie); troops not used to it 
would make themselves look rather ridiculous in letting 
the rifle slide down to full extent of the arm, keeping it 
perpendicular and themselves erect in doing it on the- 
march, as the dropping is likely to make the rifle over- 
balance and make the soldier grab at it with his right 
hand to prevent it from falling. I guess you will know 
my meaning; in old prints you often see troops marching 
past long. shoulder. 

Also again, I like the English territorial idea. There is 
pride to be taken, I think, in, say, the Liverpool Regi- 
ment, Lancashire, Fusiliers, Welsh Fusiliers, South 
Wales Borderers, South Staffordshire Regiment, Royal 
Lancasters, rather than in mere numbers, such as 6th, 
23d, 24th, or 42d Regiment, as it helps to bring 
out the esprit de corps. Every regiment has its tra- 
dition and it enthuses the spirit to live up to it; also it 
has on its flag its battle honors won on every hemisphere- 
on earth. Some have more than others. Take the 23d 
Royal Welsh Fusiliers, a two-battalion regiment, which 
have a fine record, going back to Marlboro’s campaigns. 
‘Take the one before it, the 22d Cheshire Regiment; a very 
fine regiment, but hardly any battle honors to speak of. 
Take the 60th King’s Royal Rifles; they have a large 
record, but no better than the 23d, as the K.R.R. is a 
four-battaiion regiment and has a greater chance by twice- 
to be called on. 

In the army list the depot of each regiment is given, 
also where Ist and 2d Battalions are stationed. With 
regard to the 60th K.R.R., you will find on its battle 
honors both defense and relief of Ladysmith; that means 
that one of its battalions was shut up in Ladysmith 
while the other one was with the relief force. I believe 
that three out of its four regular battalions saw service 
in South Africa. During the South African war the 
1st Battalion, Royal Welsh Fusiliers was with Buller,. 
while the 2d Battalion was on the Pekin relief forces. 
Recruits in England are kept in depots from six to twelve- 
months before they are sent out to the colors, either 1st 
er 2d Battalions. There they undergo straightening out 
and gymnasium process, where they are made to look 
something like soldiers before going to their respective 
stations. As the average British rank and file look with 
abomination at the soldiers with a slovenly, slouchy gait, 
which will cast reflection on the regimental name, he 
knows he has tradition handed down to him which must 
be upheld, and it hurts him to hear any slur or remark 
derogatory of the smartness of the men, either on or off 


the parade ground.

A ninth edition of that useful little volume entitled, 
“Manual of Military Field Engineering for the use of 
Officers and Troops of the Line,” has just been issued 
from the press of the Franklin Hudson Publishing Co., 
Kansas City, Mo., the revisers, as was to be supposed, 
being the original authors, Major William D. Beach, 
15th Cavalry, formerly in charge of the Intelligence Of- 
fice, General Staff; Major E. A. Root, 19th Inf., a 
graduate of the Army War College, and Major T. H. 
Slavens, Quartermaster’s Department, an honor graduate 
of and formerly instructor at the Infantry and Cavalry 
School. The original edition of the book was issued 
thirteen years ago, but revisions with additions and 
elisions have been published from time to time, so that 
the work has been kept thoroughly abreast of the times. 
The latest edition embodies the modifications in hasty 
intrenchments and field works adopted by both Russians 
and Japanese in the last great struggle in Manchuria. 
Ample opportunity was afforded the revisers to study 
the reports of American officers attached to the armies, 
as well as many other sources of expert evidence, and 
the results are clearly apparent in the modifications 
made in the text. An examination of the work reveals 
changes in nearly every chapter, although the arrange- 
ment and paragraphing remain essentially the same. 
The principal changes appear in Chapter IV, Hasty In- 
trenchments, Gun Pits and Epaulements; Chapter VII, 
Field Works; Chapter XIX, Telegraph and Telephone 
Lines, and Chapter XXI, Camping Expedients. Seven- 
teen new plates are added to the volume, and a number 
of others have been redrawn, adding much to the appear- 
ance and usefulness of the work.

A Japanese and an American negro had a fight the 
other day at the American naval station at Olongapo, 
Philippine Islands, over the question as to whether the 
Japanese had a right to place his national flag higher 
than the American ensign on the birthday of the Em- 
peror of Japan. The negro was arrested and the Japan- 
ese was sent to the hospital. 
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, The Secretary of the Navy on Nov. 20 signed an or- 
der prescribing the outlines of the program for the re- 
view of the battleship fleet by President Roosevelt at 
Hampton Roads on December 16, when the ships start 
on their journey to the Pacific, and the arrangement of 
the details will be left to Rear Admiral Evans. The 
Mayflower, with the President and his party on board, 
is to arrive in Hampton Roads from Washington shortly 


after 8 a.m., and will anchor near the center of the 
fleet. The flag officers, followed by the commanders of 
the vessels, will then go on board the Mayflower to pay 
their respects to the President. Returning to their 
ships, the fleet will get under way and stand out to sea, 
preceded by the Mayflower. The latter vessel will an- 
chor near the Tail of the Horseshoe, the fleet passing in 
review and out to sea. The customary salutes will be 
exchanged. Admiral Dewey has announced that he will not 
be able.to accompany the President and party on the May- 
flower to witness the departure of the fleet from Hampton 
Roads. The party as now made up is to consist of the 
President and Mrs. Roosevelt, Secretary and Mrs. Metcalf, 
Assistant Secretary and Mrs. Newberry, Rear Admiral 
and Mrs. Brownson and Rear Admiral and Mrs. Cowles. 
The sailing of the Battleship Fleet to the Pacific will 
produce some shifting of labor conditions in the navy 
yards. ‘There are 16,000 mechanics employed in getting 
the battleships ready for the long cruise. Of these the 
Washington Yard employs about 4,000 and the Norfolk 
Yard 3,000. Nearly 8,000 men will, on the departure of 
the fleet, lose their positions in Eastern yards. ‘Two thou- 
sand mechanics will probably be discharged from the New 
York Yard. That this number is not greater is due to 
the fact that one of the new colliers is being built at New 
York. ‘This, with the general overhauling of the Massa- 
chusetts and repairs to the yard tugs and other general 
work on the vessels left on the Atlantic coast, together 
with shopwork, will aid in keeping the force busy. The 
Sylvia is to be repaired at New York, preparatory to 
being turned over to the Naval Militia of Pennsylvania. 
There is a scarcity of mechanics on the Pacific Coast, 
where the building of one of the new colliers is practically 
at a standstill on account of lack of skilled labor. Men 
are being registered at the Mare Island Yard under re- 
laxed requirements in order to induce them to go West, 
but only a small percentage of those to be discharged in 
the East could be given employment there. 
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Hon. J. Van Vechten Olcott will introduce a bill early 
in next Congress to give an additional grade to veterans 
of the Civil War who retired on their own application 
after thirty years’ service. From the information fur- 
nished to Mr. Olcott in support of the bill it appears that 
the official Army Register of 1907 contains the names of 
fifty-five officers, veterans of the Civil War below the 
grade of brigadier general, who have been retired under 
the provisions of the above act, viz., fourteen colonels, 
nine lieutenant colonels, twenty-two majors, nine captains 
and one lieutenant. Of this number, one officer has 
reached the age of 81 years, one is 76 years, one 75 years, 
one 74 years, four 73 years, two 72 years, four 71 years, 
nine 70 years, five 69 years, four 68 years, five 67 years, 
two 66 years, five sixty-five years, five 64 years, three 63 
years, two 62 years, and one 60 years. One of the fifty- 
five officers mentioned served on the active list of the 
Army 39 years, four 38 years, seven 37 years, nine 36 
years, eight 35 years, four 34 years, two 33 years, five 
32 years, nine 31 years and six 30 years. Thirty of the 
fifty-five officers have Civil War service of more than four 
years, seventeen of more than three years, three of two 
years and five of at least one year. In addition to their 
Civil War service, several of these officers have records 
for service in Indian wars and the Spanish-American 
War. Owing to the siowness of promotion one of the 
above served thirty-nine years on the active list and re- 
tired as first lieutenant, three after thirty-five years, as 
captain, two after thirty-eight years, two after thirty-seven 
years, six after thirty-six -years, three after thirty-five 
years, and five after thi. ty-four years as major. 








In the course of a vigorous article on “Engineering 
Talent Versus Equestrianism,” the New York Sun says: 
“in harbor work an engineer officer who is no longer 
young nor longer rides a horse in the performance of his 
duties has a tendency to take on flesh. For instance, 
there is Col. William L. Marshall, who has been in charge 
of that imperative improvement, the construction of the 
Ambrose Channel at New York. General Grant excused 
Colonel Marshall from galloping, trotting and riding 
fifteen miles on the back of a horse because he was too 
heavy for equestrian exercise, his weight having gone up 
to 300 pounds. If the President obdurately stands upon 
the enforcement of his order to the letter in all cases, 
Colonel Marshall must leave the Service, although he is 
almost, if not quite, indispensable as the engineer in 
charge of New York harbor. ‘The same fate impends over 
Col. Charles E. L. D. Davis, who is in charge of river 
and harbor improvements at Detroit, and who was ex- 
cused from the tests because he was physically incapable 
of taking the ride. Colonel Davis’s services have been 
of inestimable value to shipping interests on the lakes, 
and he never misses a day from his duties. If the Presi- 
dent insists on having engineer officers who can ride 
bucking broncos on the New York and Detroit assign- 
ments, the harbor works may suffer, but a great prin- 
ciple will have triumphed. A sense of the fitness of 
things would seem to require in the cases of Colonels 
Marshall and Davis the substitution of the deck of a 
tugboat for the back of a horse.” 
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The daily papers publish a letter from Brigadier Gen- 
eral Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, which answers the com- 
plaint made by a woman resident of Springfield, Mass., 
that the night firing of Army rifles in testing the new 
sights at the Springfield Arsenal would interfere with 
her slumbers. General Crozier has notified her that the 
firing will be suspended for eight hours every night. This 
arrangement will cause some delay in issuing rifles fitted 
with the new sights, but there appears to be no help for 
it. General Crozier’s letter suggests the possibility of 
seeking for the arsenal a location where necessary work 
will not interfere with ihe sensibilities of residents. Gen- 
eral Crozier says: ‘‘In some respects the location of the 
Springfield armory is not good, being inconvenient both 
to the government and to the people of the city; but I 
should not like to have it removed elsewhere. I hope that 
the citizens can endure the discomfort caused by this fir- 
ing for the time that will be necessary for making other 
arrangements.” The armory at Springfield was estab- 





lished by an act of the Continental Congress passed in 
1776. Guns were first made here in 1794. An order was 
issued at one time, some twenty years ago, to close the 
shops and sell the land at auction. Springfield, and in- 
deed all Massachusetts, petitioned Congress to put a stop 
to. or scheme, with the result that the order was re- 
scinded, 
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Eighteen members of Congress, including several who 
belonged to the Committee on Appropriations of the last 
House and will probably-be members of the new commit- 
tee, have returned from a tour of inspection in the Pana- 
ma Canal Zone. Speaking of their tour, Representative 
Tawney says: “We spent three days in the examination 
of the mechanical and engineering work, inspected the 
quarters, the hospitals and looked into everything in con- 
nection with the service in the Zone. We looked into the 
sanitary conditions and found them very satisfactory. No 
action can be taken until the appointment of the new 
committee after the convening of the 60th Congress, but 
it is expected that the appropriation will probably be over 
a million less than asked.” The estimate for the canal 
appropriation is $32,000,000. Col. W. C. Gorgas, M.D., 
U.S.A., Chief Sanitary Officer, Isthmian Canal Com- 





mission, is to deliver the anniversary discourse at the - 


anniversary meeting and reception Friday evening, Noy. 
29, at 8:30 o’clock, in Hosack Hall, 17 West 43d street, 
New York. The subject of Colonel Gorgas will be the 
“Sanitation of the Canal Zone,” and his address will be 
illustrated by stereopticon illustrations. Dr. John A.

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L. P. Mitchell, Assistant Comptroller of the Treasury, 
has rendered a decision to the effect that officers of the 
Revenue Cutter Service must pay their own expenses 
for quarters when they decline to occupy the Govern- 
ment owned quarters assigned them. A board of officers 
recently convened at Arundel Cove, Md., to examine 
officers for promotion. The board was in session from 
July 22 to Aug. 14, and all but one of the officers—Capt. 
James M, Moore—accepted the quarters offered by Capt. 
D. P. Foley, superintendent of construction and repair 
at that point. Captain Moore claimed the quarters were 
not suitable, and presented a claim for expenses incurred 
in securing lodgings in Baltimore. The decision is that 
Captain Moore is not entitled to reimbursement for ex- 
penses while not occupying quarters previously assigned 
to him. The other members having accepted quarters, it 
is held that such accommodations were available. 
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The special board consisting of Major Gen. W. P. 
Duvall, Brig. Gens. W. S. Edgerly, Charles P. Hall, 
J. M. K. Davis and W. W. Wotherspoon, appointed to 
select officers for staff service in the vacancies caused 
by tne promotion of General Wotherspoon and the trans- 
fer of Lieut, Colonel Sharpe to the Philippines, has 
completed its work during the week past. The board 
selected Lieut. Col. R. K. Evans, 5th Inf., vice Colonel 
Sharpe, and Lieut. Col. W. P. Evans, 11th Inf., vice 
Brig. General Wotherspoon, and Capt. W. H. Gordon, 
18th Inf., vice Capt. U. G. McAlexander. The following 
selections were made to fill vacancies expected to occur 
during the year: Lieut.

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There was some Artillery practice at Fort Monroe, Va., 
on Saturday, Nov. 16, of especial interest. The 35th 
Company, C.A.C., commanded by Capt. C. E. Kilbourne, 
manning 12-inch guns, made 100 per cent. at the rate of 
1.75 hits per gun per minute. The pyramidal target used 
by the Coast Artillery to represent the central point of a 
battleship was demolished. An especially interesting fea- 
ture of the practice, in view of the recent discussion as to 
the comparative reliability of the Army and Navy meth- 
ods of counting hits, is the fact that, though only four 
shots were fired, there were seyen holes in the canvas 


screen at the end of the practice, any one of which might 
have been made by a 12-inch projectile. The range was 
from 6,055 to 6,030 yards. The extra holes in the target 
were undoubtedly made by broken timbers of the wooden 
supports to the canvas screen, but had seven shots been 
fired and counted by Navy methods, seven hits would have 
been credited. 
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This is the way that the Norfolk papers announce the 
program of the Jamestown Tercentennial Exposition for 
Monday, Nov. 18, 1907: 11 a.m.—parade of all troops 
on the grounds to be reviewed by President Tucker of the 
Exposition ; Director-General Martin, Lieut.

This is the 
way General Grant’s order puts it for the same place, 
Lee s Parade, and day: Col. Philip Reade, 23d U.S. Inf., 
will review the troops of Camp Capt. John Smith on Lee’s 
Parade at 11 o’clock a.m. Service uniform will be worn. 
The commanding officers of the Cavalry Squadron and of 
the Battery of Artillery will report to Colonel Reade at 
10 a.m., Monday, Nov. 18, for instructions.” 


A correspondent, who expresses his high appreciation 
of our article of last week on the case of Captain Stewart, 
says: ‘When you state ‘We may say, however, that we 
think that Captain Stewart was guilty of a mistake of 
judgment in publishing his letter in a paper which is a 
persistent critic of the President,’ etc., did you not over- 
look the fact that his letter was an answer to a letter 
of Captain Hagood, which had been published in that 
same paper, the Sun? Of course, it is almost the univer- 
sal custom to make a reply in the same paper which pub- 
lishes the matter to which answer is made, so that those 
who have been influenced thereby may have that influence 
corrected.” We did overlook the fact mentioned and we 
are obliged to our correspondent for calling attention to 
it in justice to Captain Stewart. 








The necessity for more officers in the Army to meet 
the demands for line and detached duty has suggested 
the graduation of the present fourth year class at the 
Military Academy during the coming winter. It is likely 
that the graduation will take place in the first fortnight 
of February. There are one hundred and ten men in 
the class, which would not fill vacancies now existing if 
the whole class were to be assigned to the Coast Artil- 
lery. Secretary Oliver approves the early graduation, 
but the matter has been referred to General Bell, Chief 
of Staff, and Colonel Scott, Superintendent of the Acad- 
emy. 
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In his annual report, with which we shall deal more 
fully another week, the Chief of the Naval Buteau of 
Yards and Docks asks $12,054,822 for repairs and pres- 
ervation, $1,500,000 for maintenance, $30,000 for con- 
tingent, and $201,438.70 for the civil establishment. The 
report calls attention to the urgent need of additional 
drydocks. The Navy afloat is fast outgrowing its present 
and authorized facilities ashore, and if appropriations 
for drydocks are not speedily forthcoming the need of 
them will be severely felt before they can be procured. 
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The War Department has practically decided that Bat- 
teries A and B, of the 5th Artillery, will be sent to the 
Philippines on Feb. 5 next. There are but two batteries 
of mountain artillery in the Philippines now, and Battery 
D, 2d Artillery, now at Fort D. A. Russell, will also sail 
eb. 5. Batteries D, E, and F, of the 5th Artillery, now 
in the Philippines, will be relieved and come home. Three 
batteries of Field Artillery and three mountain batteries 
will constitute the Artillery contingent in the Islands. 








A Paris despatch says: ‘The treason of Ensign Ullmo, 
of the French navy, who was arrested at Toulon on Oct. 
25 on the charge of being a spy, and who, it was an- 
nounced subsequently, had confessed, is now considered 
to be firmly established. There is no longer much doubt 
that he made several trips to Germany and delivered docu- 
ments to the chief of the German spy service, at Brus- 
sels, which will necessitate a complete revision of the 
French naval and military signal codes and plans for 
mobilization.” = 
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Dwight Elmendorf, in an illustrated lecture on the Pan- 
ama Canal, which he delivered in Carnegie Hall Nov. 17, 


said that as near as he could make out the complaints of 
the quality of the food served to canal employees were 
valid from the standpoint of the complainants. The Pan- 
ama negro is constitutionally opposed to labor, and the 
food furnished to the laborers by the government is so 
much better than they had ever eaten before that it really 
makes them feel like working—hence the complaint. 
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The important question whether retired officers should 
be permitted to buy supplies of various kinds of quar- 
termasters and commissary officers has been fully dis- 
cussed by the General Staff of late, and the decision has 
been reached that such officers may purchase everything 
in the way of supplies that they desire from Army store- 
houses as far as they are available. 





The transport McClellan has been ordered home from 
the Philippines, where she will no longer be needed. 
The time for her sailing from Manila has not been fixed, 
but it will be early in the winter. The McClellan has 
been employed in the inter-island Army traffic several 
years. The Warren has now taken her place.

RECENT DEATHS. 


Lieut. Col. Frank W. Hess, U.S.A., retired, died at St. 
Petersburg, Fla., Nov. 16, 1907. He was born in Penn- 
sylvania Dec. 15, 1836, and served through the War of 
the Rebellion, first as a captain of the 15th Pennsylvania 
Infantry, and subsequently as first lieutenant, captain, 
and major in the 3d Pennsylvania Cavalry. He was 
transferred to the 5th Pennsylvania Cavalry May 8, 1865, 
and was honorably mustered out Aug. 7 of the latter year. 
He was appointed a second lieutenant in the 11th U.S. 
Infantry, Feb. 23, 1866; was transferred to the 29th In- 
fantry Sept. 21 of the same year, and on April 25, 1869, 
was transferred back to the 11th Infantry. He was 
transferred to the 3d Artillery Dec. 15, 1870, and served 
therein as captain and major, and was retired Dec. 15, 
1900. He was advanced to lieutenant colonel on the re- 
tired list, on account of Civil War service, April 23, 1904. 

Mrs. Mary F. Tompkins, mother of Lieut. Comdr. 
John T. Tompkins, U.S.N., and grandmother of Midship- 
man P. L. Carroll, U.S.N., died at Meriden, La., Nov. 
8, 1907. 

Jacob Crowninshield, seventy-five years old, an elder 
brother of Rear Admiral Arent Schuyler Crowninshield, 
U.S.N., retired, and a son of the late Jacob and Mary 
Miller (Schuyler) Crowninshield, was found dead in his 
room at Seneca Falls, N.Y., Nov. 15, 1907 

Mr. John C. Campbeli, father of Mrs. Caroline Dun- 
woody, the wife of Capt. Francis M. Dunwoody, U.S.R.C 
S., and Mrs. Mary Carmine, the wife of Lieut. George 
Creighton Carmine, U.S.R.C.S., died at San Jose, Cal., 
Nov. 15, 1907. 

Dr. Alfred Whelen, prominent physician, clubman and 
traveler of Philadelphia, died suddenly in Naples, Italy, 
Nov. 18, 1907, of heart disease superinduced by nervous 
prostration, from which he had been suffering more or 
less since he left the United States, Oct. 15. Dr. Whelen, 
who is the father of Lieut. Townsend Whelen, 30th U.S. 
Inf., now on duty in the Philippines, attained distinction 
in the medical profession, and about seven years ago he 
had amassed a sufficient fortune to permit his retirement. 
He then devoted his time to travel. In club circles Dr. 
Whelen is widely known, being a member of the Ritten- 
house Club, the Sons of the Revolution, and of the State 
in Schuylkill. Aside from these, he was connected with a 
number of other fraternal and medical societies. 

Brig. Gen. George E. Pond, U.S.A., retired, died of 
apoplexy at Winston-Salem, N.C., November 20, 1907. 
He first entered the military Service in December, 1863, 
as a private in Company K, 21st Connecticut Volunteer 
Infantry, from which regiment he was honorably dis- 
charged June 7, 1865, after having been severely wounded 
in action. He was appointed to the Military Academy, 
from which he was graduated June 14, 1872, and commis- 
sioned a second lieutenant in the 8th Cavalry. He re- 
ceived his promotion to the grade of first lieutenant in the 
Sth Cavalry Jan. 18, 1881, and on Oct. 23, 1883, he was 
appointed assistant quartermaster with the rank of cap- 
tain. His first duty as a staff officer was in New York 
city at the Quartermaster’s Depot there. In 1884 he was 
ordered to the headquarters of the Department of the Mis- 
souri for duty as post quartermaster at Fort Riley, Kan. 
The following is an extract from Special Orders No. 167. 
Fort Ringgold, Tex., relieving Capt. George E. Pond 
from further duty at that post: “Captain Pond has 
served under the present post commander for the past 
two years, and he feels that it is not out of place to say 
thus publicly and officially, that Captain Pond is an offi- 
cer of very high character and superior attainments in 
the military profession. His promotion is an honor to the 
corps to which he has been promoted, and the Service is 
benefited by such a selection.” This was written at the 
time of his appointment to the Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment. Many of the buildings at Fort Riley were built 
under his direction and supervision and will stand as a 
monument to his ability. On July 14, 1891, he was on 
duty in Washington in the office of the Quartermaster 
General of the Army in connection with the preparation 
of plans for the construction of buildings at military 
posts, and took charge of the construction of the many 
new buildings at different posts. This work his official 
record shows was performed excellently well and received 
a favorable report by the Inspector General of the Army. 
At the outbreak of the Spanish War he was assigned to 
duty, as chief quartermaster of the Department of the Mis- 
souri. May 2, 1898, he was commissioned a lieutenant 
colonel of Volunteers and assigned to duty as chief quar- 
termaster of the 4th Army Corps, commanded by Major 
General Coppinger. On Aug. 5, 1898, he was transferred 
to the duty of chief quartermaster of the 7th Army Corps, 
under the command of Major Gen. Fitzhugh Lee. In 
January, 1899, General Pond was assigned to duty as 
chief quartermaster in Havana, Cuba, with the volunteer 
rank of colonel. He only served in this capacity a few 


months when he was ordered to St. Paul, Minn., as chief 
quartermaster of the Department of the Dakotas. On 
Noy. 2, 1901, he attained the regular rank of lieutenant 
colonel and was assigned to special construction duty. 
He was commissioned colonel March 29, 1904, and was 
p!aced upon the retired list on Feb. 16, 1907, on his own 
application after more than forty years’ service, with 
the rank of brigadier general, to which he was entitled 
because of his meritorious services during the Civil War. 
He was a most capable officer, and his unlooked for death 
will be generally regretted. 

Admiral Sir Francis Leopold McClintock, R.N., re- 
tired, who died on Noy. 17, 1907, was widely known for 
his eminent services on various Arctic voyages and was 
knighted for his suecess in discovering the records and 
many other relics of Sir John Franklin’s expedition. Ad- 
miral McClintock entered the British navy in 1831, and, 
after several years of foreign service, accompanied Sir 
James Clarke Ross as a lieutenant of the Enterprise on 
the first Franklin relief expedition, in 1848. He was 
also executive officer of the Assistance on the second re- 
lief expedition, sent out in 1850, under Capt. Horatio 
Austin, when the first traces of the missing explorers 
were found. In the following spring, while frozen up 
‘at Griffith’s Island, Lieutenant McClintock made a peril- 
ous and notable sledge journey of 760 geographical miles 
in eighty days, reaching the most westerly point up to 
that time attained from the East in the Arctic regions. 
Within two years he was on another voyage to the 
North, in command of the Intrepid, on the third relief 
expedition, consisting of five ships under Sir Edward 
Belcher. Commander McClintock on this voyage dis- 
covered and effected the rescue of Captain McClure and 
his companions, who had been imprisoned in the ice for 
three years. He also made another famous sledge jour 
ney of 1,210 geographical miles, being absent 105 days, 
into the unexplored region north of Melville Island. He 
advised and utilized many improvements on the methods 
of sledge traveling then in vogue, most of which are still 
employed to-day. Captain McClintock took command 
of the expedition sent North by Lady Franklin in 1857 
and sailed in the Fox on July 1. His account of “The 
Voyage of the Fox in Arctic Seas,” recounting his dis- 
covery of the fate of Sir John Franklin, went through 
numerous editions,

Brevet Lieut. Col. W. R. Smedberg, U.S.A., recorder 
of California Commandery, M.O.L.L.U.S., has issued a 
very interesting illustrated circular of eleven pages, re- 
lating to the great earthquake and fire in San Francisco 
in 1906, in which the Commandery suffered irreparable 
loss from the burning of valuable records, papers, etc. 
Colonel Smedberg says in part: “The Commandery was 
not in any way injured by the earthquake, except that 
naturally, nearly all the companions residing in San 
Francisco and vicinty were pretty badly shaken up. The 
ensuing conflagration, however, inflicted not only upon 
the Commandery itself, but upon very many of the com- 
panions, great and irreparable damage. There were at 
the time residing in San Francisco, or having their offices 
in that city, 201 companions of this Commandery. Of 
these sixty lost their residences and offices and 130 lost 
their offices by the fire. Apart from the actual pecuniary 
loss sustained there was hardly one of these. 190 compan- 
ions who did not lose all his war records and prized me- 
mentoes. Probably every one of them had preserved since 
the Civil War his sword, belt, shoulder straps, ete., and 
yet hardly one was able to save a single one of these val- 
ued relics of the Civil War. The collection of photo- 
graphs of companions of this Commandery, numbering 
over 1,600, were destroyed and a large majority of them 
ean never be repla The companions of the Com- 
mandery were scattered to the four winds of heaven and 
for some months the address book was practically a blank. 
By diligent work, however, it became possible to collect 
enough members to hold the thirty-fifth annual meeting, 
at the Cosmos Club, on Thursday, May 31, 1906. The 
recorder’s office, the temporary headquarters of the Com- 
mandery, has occupied during the present year five differ- 
ent locations, and even now it is only temporarily located 
at 55 Geary street. By diligent search the addresses of 
nearly all the companions have been obtained, and the 
Commandery even shows an increase of membership dur- 
ing the year.”

A. Ward, the sculptor, against members of the Society of 
the Army of the Cumberlnad, to recover $32,500 for the 
rejection of his model of an equestrian statue of Gen 
Philip H. Sheridan. Among the defendants who have 
made answer are Gen. Anson G. McCook and Col. John 
J. MeCook, of New York, and Brig. Gens. Henry C. 
Hodges and Robert H. Hall, U.S. Army. The defendants 
admit the contract with Mr. Ward, but deny their lia- 
bility, and say that the cause of action is barred by the 
statute of limitations; that some two years ago the Army 
of the Cumberland transferred its interest in the con- 
tract to a commission appointed by Congress; that Mr. 
Ward agreed to abide by any decision of the Congress 
commission as to his rights and interests, and that it was 
this commission which subsequently rejected the statue. 
They say further that certain other persons, not defend- 
ants in this action, are members of the Society of the 
Army of the Cumberland, and that because they are not 
made defendants there is a defect of parties defendant.

G.O. 102, May 4, 1907, W.D., published in our paper 
of May 11, read as follows: “The permanent assignment 
by the President, on May 4, 1907, of officers of the Artil- 
lery Corps to the Coast Artillery and the Field Artillery, 
respectively, as hereinafter indicated, under the require- 
ment of Sec. 9 of an act of Congress entitled ‘An act to 
reorganize and to increase the efficiency of the Artillery 
of the United States Army,’ approved Jan. 25, 1907, is 
announced. Then follows a list of assignments, G.O. 
127, W.D., June 10, pubiished June 15, made the follow- 
ing changes in the previous assignment: To the Coast 
Artillery instead of the Field Artillery: First Lieuts. 
Ernest S. Wheeler, Guy B. G. Hanna, Richard I. Ken- 
ney, William T. Carpenter, Julius C. Peterson, Walter E. 
Donahue. To the Field Artillery instead of the Coast 
Artillery: First Lieuts. Beverly F. Browne, Pelham D. 
Glassford, Robert M. Danford, Otho V. Kean, William H. 
Dodds, jr.. John S. Hammond. The question of the le- 
gality of this last order came before the Comptroller in 
the case of Lieutenant Peterson on vouchers for difference 
in pay between first lieutenant mounted and not mounted 
from June 10 to July 31, he having received mounted pay 
of his grade from May 4, the date of first assignment, to 





June 10, exclusive, the date of reassignment. In his de- 
cision on the question, the Comptroller says: ‘Whether 


or not the assignments under G.O. No. 102 were made un- 
der a mistake of facts could only be decided by the Presi- 
dent, and his decision on it would be conclusive, whatever 


might be the legal effect of such decision. He has so de- 
cided, and I am of the opinion that his decision had the 
effect of reopening the question of said assignments unless 
the effect of the words ‘such assignments to be permanent 
was to limit the power of the President in this respect. 
The question of the right to reopen the assignments to 
correct a mistake of fact is one involved in the execution 
of the original power given to make such assignments and 
is addressed to the sound discretion of the President. The 
words quoted are not in my opinion a limitation on the 
exercise of such power by the President. * * * The 
assignments made by G.O. No. 102 having been properly 
reopened, the President had power to make G.O. No. 127, 
W.D., June 10, 1907, and payment of the salary and com- 
pensation involved should be made in accordance with it. 
The matter will probably be referred now to the courts 
to determine whether the announcement of the President 
of permanent Artillery assignments debars him transfer- 
ring officers from one branch of the Artillery to the other, 
As the matter stands at present he has that right.

Fort Des Moines, Iowa, Nov. 18, 1907.

many of tue members. They have never dared restore 
it, or even to start an agitation to restore it, in the face 
of the temperance sentiment, It is highly probable that 
a majority of the members of Congress favor a repeal 
of the anti-canteen law, but there is no probability that 
they will act as they feel.” What the prohibitionists 
intend to ask for is a law to deprive liquor dealers of 
the protection of the interstate commerce laws; the en- 
actment of a temperance statute for the District of 
Columbia; the extension of absolute prohibition over all 
Government reservations; the defeat of all efforts to re- 
peal the anti-canteen law. 
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In a letter appearing on another page Major Atkinson, 
of the 4th Infantry, and Captain Miles, of the 14th, state 
that it has been decided to abandon the plan of having a 
dinner of Infantry officers in Philadelphia on the night 
following. the Army and Navy football game, Nov. 30. 
The intention was to have a dinner entirely for social in- 
terchanges and not, as these officers inform us, to “air 
grievances.” We regret the necessity for abandoning the 
project of a dinner, for we are great believers in the ad- 
vantage of a free interchange of opinion, such as it would 
have offered occasion for. The letters and reports we re- 
ceive indicate that the Infantry arm of our Service has 
certain special causes of complaint which should be con- 
sidered in any action designed to benefit the Army as a 
whole.

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A PARABLE FOR THE SERVICES. 

Our readers are familiar with the custom observed on 
men-of-war of having the time of day reported to the 
captain, who thereupon says, “Make it so!” and it is so 
recorded. It is told of Farragut that, in the old days, 
when such things were permitted, he carried his wife 
with him on a cruise. One morning Captain Farragut 
overslept himself, and when there came a knock on the 
door of his cabin, and the announcement of eight bells 
was made, there was no response from within until 
Mrs. Farragut rose to the situation, and the orderly 
making the report heard a mild voice from within say- 
ing, ‘‘Make it so!” This was sufficient under the cir- 
cumstance; but, assuming that the report of the hour 
of the day was correct by the sun, not even the utmost 
stretch of arbitrary authority on the part of the “ruler 
of the Queen’s navee” could have made it three or four 
bells or anything but eight bells. 

This is the foundation of all legitimately exercised 
authority; the recognition of a fact, a law, a regulation, 
or of some principle having application to the case in 
hand. This is especially the case in a country which 
assumes to be governed as this is by law, and not by the 
exercise of arbitrary authority by any one person, how- 
ever high his intelligence, however extensive his knowl- 
edge and experience, however lofty his patriotism and 
his sense of public duty. 

Rightly conceived, our system of government is the 
strongest in the world, for it is founded upon the intelli- 
gent recognition by the great body of the people of the 
necessity for the exercise of authority. The ruler may 
observe a fact which compels action before it ean be 
made apparent to those in whose name and on whose 
behalf he exercises authority, but this authority will be 
weakened just in proportion as he substitutes the action 
of the ruler, or his personal apprehension of men and 
things, for the knowledge of facts obtained by painstak- 
ing investigation and by a judicious use of information 
furnished by expert observers. 

In the military or naval service, for example, the 
character of each individual officer of any length of 
service is known to his fellows; if he has any excep- 
tional capacity, or lack of capacity, the fact is gen- 
erally understood, and if there has been done anything 
that wins popular applause, or official approval, there is 
a pretty fair judgment as to how far this act so exceeds 
the exercise of ordinary responsibility as to merit special 
reward. When an officer is advanced over his fellows 
it is to be expected that those before whom he is pre- 
ferred should complain, however obvious the necessity 
for disregarding their wishes in the matter. But if 
the fact is there, the growling will be limited to those 
immediately concerned, and the great body of the Ser- 
vice will recognize the necessity for the preference shown 
for the man of superior fitness. But the fact must be 
there; it must be really eight bells, and not three, or four, 
because the whim of the captain would “make it so.” 
We cannot, by merely declaring him to be so, make an 
officer so superior to scores or hundreds who outclass 
him in rank, experience and length of service, as to 
justify to his fellows his promotion over those who have 
toiled long and faithfully to near the goal of deserved 
promotion, only to find it further from attainment than 
it seemed to be many years before. You cannot make 
an officer unfit for the service to which he has been as- 
signed .by the mere ii dixit of some one who has 
authority to “make it so.’ 

The declaration as facts of what the Service knows 
are not facts brings authority under criticism and 
weakens or destroys the esprit de corps which should 
unite the governed and the governing into an efficient 
and harmonious body inspired with a common zeal for 
public duty. In short, there should be no attempt to 
make it eight bells unless it is eight bells. 
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NONSENS& IN HIGH PLACES. 

It is a curious circumstance that, while the excellent 
course of military instruction at Cornell University is 
one of the most, if not indeed the most popular of all 
the courses maintained at that institution, the President 
of the University, Dr. Jacob G. Schurman, evidently re- 
gards the Army and Navy as needless extravagances. 
In reports of an address delivered by him in New York, 
Noy. 17, he is quoted as saying: “Every dollar spent on 
the Army and Navy is lost to the productive capital of 
the world just as though it had been dropped into ‘the 
cecean.” Coming from an irresponsible man of inferior 
intelligence, this sort of nonsense might well be passed 
over in silence, but coming from an educator of national 
repute and the head of one of our greatest institutions 
of learning, it is an affront to public common sense and 
American patriotism, which should be resented and re- 
buked. This talk about the loss to the working capital 
of the world of money spent in maintaining the national 
defenses is not only unpatriotic but ridiculous. One might 
just as well contend that the time and money spent in 
and for the education of young men at Cornell are lost 
to the productive enterprises of the country. Considered 
wholly apart from their functions as agencies of defense, 
and solely as educational institutions, the Army and Navy 
have contributed tenfold more to the development of 
American learning, to the building of manly character, 
and the inculcation of correct ideals of American citizen- 
ship than has the splendid institution over which Dr. 
Schurman presides. 

We invite Dr. Schurman to compare the young men 
taking the military course at Cornell with an equal num- 
ber of those not taking it, and give a candid judgment as 
to which group discloses the higher level of intelligence, 
alertness, manliness, respect for authority, and considera- 
tion for others. The military instruction imparted at 
Cornell is patterned closely after that of the Army and 
is conducted by an Army officer. Its underlying purpose 
is to make good citizens of those receiving it, to qualify 
them to be useful to their country in time of need, and to 
impress upon their minds the fact that the building of 
character is a creative industry quite as important as the 
building of mills or railroads. 

Nothing could be more unfortunate than the inculea- 
tion in the minds of students at our great universities of 
the idea that the military spirit is an evil, that the pro- 
fession of arms is an unworthy vocation, and the main- 
tenance of the national defense a needless extravagance. 
Much is heard nowadays about the baleful influence of 
what is vaguely termed “commercialism” upon modern 
social and intellectual life. What shall be said of a 
distinguished educator who publicly declares that the 
money spent upon the military agencies which alone guar- 
antee our national peace and security is lost to the 
“working capital” of the world?. Is that “commercial- 
ism,” or just plain, undiluted nonsense? We rejoice that 
Dr. Schurman has few supporters among American edu- 
cators in his opposition to the Army and Navy. We do 
not believe that his views command the approval either 
of any considerable number of members of the faculty or 
the student body at Cornell, and we are confident that 
they are directly opposed to those of his venerable prede- 
cessor as president of the university, Hon. Andrew D. 
White, the organizer and steadfast supporter of the mili- 
tary course at that institution. Dr. Shurman’s argument 
against the Army and Navy, carried to its logical con- 
clusion, condemns all expenditure for the purpose of gov- 
ernment, the maintenance of the public peace, and the in- 
tegrity of the nation, from the appropriation for the 
office of President down to that for town constable. There 
are extremists who hold that all government should be 
abolished, but we should hardly expect the president of 
a great institution of learning to take his place among 
them, as Dr. Schurman appears to be inclined to do. 
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INCREASE OF BATTLESHIP CONSTRUCTION. 


While nothing definite is known as to what project of 
warship construction will be recommended to Congress by 
the Navy Department, the tendency of other navies toward 
vessels of the larger types warrants the assumption that 
the building program to be submitted by Secretary Met- 
ealf will favor the building of battleships at least as 
large as the British Dreadnought. In fact, it is intimated, 
unofficially, of course, that plans are under consideration 
which provide for a battleship of 25,000 tons, or 6,500 
tons greater than the Dreadnought, so that the approval 
of those plans by Congress would add to the fleet the most 
powerful vessel in the world. The contention, urged 
on both sides of the Atlantic, that the maximum of size 
and tonnage in battleship types had been reached in the 
Dreadnought has been flatly refuted, England herself, as 
well as the United States and Germany, having already 
adopted plans for vessels of greater displacement. We 
need not be surprised therefore to find in the depart- 
ment recommendations to Congress an estimate for a bat- 
tleship still larger than the Delaware, already authorized 
with a tonnage exceeding that of the Dreadnought. 

The building of the Dreadnought has forced a radical 
change in the construction programs of the great naval 
powers, having precipitated a fierce race for bigness in 
ship types. Moreover, it has been followed by an increase 
in warship construction throughout the world which is 
without parallel in history. England has instituted a pro- 
gram that will give her within two years a fleet of twelve 
battleships none smaller, but many larger, than the 
Dreadnought, some of them’ carrying 13.5-inch guns. 
The German naval authorities have. submitted plans to 





the Reichstag, which, if adopted, will add nine vessels 
at least as large as the Dreadnought to the German fleet 
by 1913 and seventeen by 1919. These plans also pro- 
vide that the service term of warships shall be reduced 
from twenty-five years to twenty years, and that ships 
so eliminated from the active list shall be replaced by 
new ones of larger type. The adoption of this project 
will require the building, within twelve years, of five bat- 
tleships and one large cruiser more than contemplated 
in the present construction program, when it was adopted 
in 1900. The plans now under consideration will involve 
an increase of $17,500,000 per year in the German naval 
budget, and will keep every ship yard in the empire capa- 
ble’ of building vessels of the larger classes busy until 
1920. 4 

Japan is building battleships and armored cruisers in 
feverish haste and is no longer dependent upon foreign 
constructors. Russia is recreating her navy, and it will 
include a powerful fleet of battleships and armored 
cruisers. France is lagging behind to some extent, but 
within the year 1907 she will have added to her fleet six 
battleships, each of 14,900 tons, four armored cruisers, 
thirteen destroyers, and ten submarines. Sweden, Spain, 
and even Roumania, are adding to their fleets, and China 
is formulating an extensive project of construction. 
Italy has appropriated $40,000,000 for new ships of the 
largest types. Russia, according to the Russ, of St. 
Petersburg, has authorized contracts for two 23,000-ton 
battleships, and Austria, Brazil and Greece are planning 
to increase their fleets. 

With regard to the feature of the proposed German 
plan, providing for the retirement of ships after twenty 
years of service and replacing them with new ones of 
larger types, it would be a fortunate thing if a definite, 
fixed policy like that were added to our own naval pro- 
gram. Ships wear out just as men do, and should be 
replaced with new ones when their usefulness is impaired 
by age or other causes. How they grow obsolete is stri- 
kingly shown in a retyrn recently issued by the British 
Admiralty. The figures relate to first class battleships 
and armored cruisers less than twenty-five years old, and 
do not refer to ships building and projected. ‘The table 
fellows:

These figures show that nearly fifty per cent. of the 
battleships: of the five navies referred to are obsolete. 
The realization of that fact and a desire to replace the 
non-effective ships with new ones may account for the 
present activity of battleship construction. 
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The last of the practice rides for field officers above 
the grade of captain and below that of brigadier general 
took place from Fort Myer Nov. 21, with Major Gen. 
W. P. Duvall in command. The day was a forbidding 
one, with a low and overcast sky, and rain fell spasmodi- 
cally, and now and then with some vim. The roads were 
slippery and heavy, and the jaunt was hard on the horse 
flesh used.

Ernest D. Peek, C.E.; George R. Spalding, C.E.; 2d 
Lieuts. Robert S. Thomas, C.E.; Roger G. Powell, C.E. 
The start was made promptly at 2 p.m., and for the 
first five miles the gait was trot and walk, then the 
speed was turned on where the road would permit it, 
and the cavaleade made the same route traversed by the 
two preceding parties that went out under charge of 
General Duvall. Not a mishap marred the occasion, 
and in spite of rain and mud all agreed that they had 
enjoyed the ride and would not be averse to another 
under like auspices and even with the same attendant 
weather conditions. This ride completed for General 
Duvall forty-five miles of practice riding which that 
officer says he enjoyed thoroughly.

The Davis Board, which has charge of the retirement 
eases sent to it following the failure of several officers 
to take practice rides, has been steadily in session during 
the past week. As all sessions are executive, no author- 
ized statement in regard to the proceedings can be had. 
It is understood that the medical officers of the board, to 
whom two weeks ago the board referred the work of mak- 
ing medical examinations, completed their work and found 
that the physical condition of five of the seventeen officers 
ordered before the board was not such as to justify retire- 
ment under the law. It has been said that in these cases 
an effort would be made to secure another order requiring 
them to take the ride. Some of these officers refused to 
ride and some were excused by the medical officers for 
physical reasons. Major Edie and Major Arthur, the 
medical officers of the retiring board, acting strictly in 
the face of the possible retirement of the officers in ques- 
tion, doubtless have made a more thorough examination 
than that made by the previous board. At the War De- 
partment no confirmation is to be had of the report that 
the five officers are to be given another chance to take the 
practice ride. Strenuous efforts are being made by vari- 
ous commercial bodies at New York to prevent the retire- 
ment of Col. W. L. Marshall, who has charge of the Am- 


brose Channel engineer work, and also by the Lake Car- 
riers’ Association, to prevent the retirement of Col. Chas. 
E. L. B. Davis, who has charge of the important river 
and harbor work at th2 Soo, with station at Detroit. 
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Whatever may be the private opinion of Infantry offi- 
cers on the subject of mounted or dismounted pay, it 
would appear that, with some exceptions, the Infantry 
have decided to lend their support to the graded pay bill. 
We have heretofore reported the action of the Infantry 
Association in this matter and quoted from the editorial 
article in favor of the bill published by The Journal of 
the Infantry Association in its September number. Now 
Gen. Thomas H. Barry, who commands the forces in 
Cuba, including the 5th, 11th, 17th, 27th and 28th Infan- 
try, and is vice-president of the Infantry Association, 
writes to Captain Hagood, saying: “I strongly opposed, 
from the beginning, any element in the Infantry, or other 
arm, antagonizing the pay bill in any way, shape or form, 
and in respect to this command I was strongly aided by 
Colonel Waltz (an Infantry officer), and you need expect 
only the fullest support from all the Infantry of this 
command.” Colonel Cornman, 7th Inf., says: ‘Officers’ 
headquarters and first and second battalions, 7th Infan- 
try, at this post are unanimously in favor of the passage 
of the Dick-Capron bill without amendment.” Lieutenant 
Colonel Buttler, commanding the 9th Infantry, says: “Offi- 
cers of the 9th Infantry unanimously favor authorized 
pay bill.” Colonel Gardener, 16th Inf., says: “Officers 
of the 16th Infantry are unanimously opposed to agitation 
against the pay bill.’”” Colonel Williams, of the 21st In- 
fantry, says: “I favor emphatically the straight graded 
increase of pay as against any attempts to straighten out 
alleged inequalities or injustices.” Colonel Loughbor- 
ough, 13th Inf., says: “The officers of the 13th Infantry 
unanimously deprecate any attempt to amend pay bill as 
approved.” A captain of Infantry, serving in Cuba, says: 
“I do not know who wrote that letter to the New York 
Sun from Havana, signed ‘Infantry,’ but he is almost 
alone. Do not blame the whole Infantry for the action 
of one man who has slopped over.” Another captain of 
Infantry, stationed at Fort Wayne, Mich., says: “I have 
talked with numbers of Infantry officers concerning the 
bill and have never heard any one of them dissent from 
the position that the bill should pass as introduced. The 
opponents of the bill are a very small minority of Infan- 
try officers.” Captain Hagood writes to us, saying: “I 
have had similar expressions from officers of eight other 
regiments, stating either their own sentiments or those 
of otheir regiments. The regiments not mentioned are 
mostly in the Philippines and I do not know what 
their sentiments are one way or the other.’ The regi- 
ments not mentioned here and not in the Philippines are 
the 3d, 4th, 6th, 10th, 12th, 14th, 19th, 20th, 22d, 23d. 
Captain Hagood does not state which of these are includ- 
ed in his reference to eight other regiments.

Among the numerous suggestions as to the cause of dis- 
content in the Army is that of a correspondent, who sug- 
gests that it is principally due to the fact that the Army 
Regulations discourage the enlistment and re-enlistment of 
married men. Our correspondent says: “It is well known 
that a very large per cent. of moral men decide to get 
married after attaining a certain age regardless of their 
financial conditions or daily occupations. The small pay 
a soldier gets is not sufficient to rent a house or even build 
a shanty at every post where he is liable to be stationed, 
and support a family. The troops are continually moving 
from one post to another. During twelve years of service, 
from 1895 to date, the writer has been stationed in ten 
different posts. The government used to furnish laundry 
quarters, two to each organization, and some of the mar- 
ried men were allowed to occupy these; but recently these 
quarters have been destroyed in all prominent posts, and 
to-day the government makes no provisions at all for mar- 
ried enlisted men of the line; and men are bound to get 
married. Nine men out of every ten of the post and regi- 
mental non-commissioned staff officers re-enlist and stay 
in the Service simply because they have quarters fur- 
nished them, and can have their families with them, and 
ean enjoy some of the comforts of life while earning their 
daily bread. If the government would make some provi- 
sions for the married men of the line, i.e., say, furnish 
quarters to all enlisted men, to include grade fifteen, Par. 
9, A.R., and at least three sets of separate quarters to 
each organization, and to put some restriction on men 
marrying—not permitting such until they have served at 
least two enlistments, and then not to have more than five 
married men in an organization, it is. believed that this 
would have a great effect on the present condition of af- 
fairs in the Army.”

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ARMY ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


Pvt. James Davis, Battery C, 1st. Field Art., was 
recently found guilty by a G.C.M. at Fort Sill, Okla., -of 
involuntary manslaughter, to the prejudice of good order 
and military discipline, in violation of the 62d Article of 
War. He was sentenced to be dishonorably discharged, 
forfeiting all pay and allowances, and to be confined at 
hard labor for five years. General Myer, commanding 
the Department of Texas, in reviewing the proceedings, 
says: “After the court had been reduced below quorum 
by sustained challenges the remaining four members still 
attempted to transact business by allowing the accused 
to be asked if he objected to any other member, to which 
he replied in negative. This was legally of no effect. 
After being reduced below quorum the only authorized 
procedure in the case was to adjourn and inform the 
convening authority of the status of the trial. Three 
members were added to the court, who were present at 
the second meeting, together with the four members re- 
maining unchallenged at the first meeting. At this 
second meeting the accused was asked if he objected 
to any of the members named in the order detailing 
additional members, to which he replied in the negative. 
He was not asked at this meeting if he objected to any 
of the four members remaining of the original detail. 
According to a recent opinion of the Judge Advocate 
General of the Army this constitutes a fatal omission. 
The proceedings, findings and sentence are accordingly 
disapproved. Private Davis will be released from con- 
finement and restored to duty.” 

A military contributor to the Vossische Zeitung says 
that the supplementary machine gun companies which 
the German army authorities recently decided to or- 
ganize and attach to the infantry, will carry a weapon 
partly made of aluminum and so light that one man can 
earry the stand while another carries the gun itself.

Second Lieut. Ernest Streker, Philippine Scouts, who 
has resigned, to take effect Dec. 30, 1907, was born in 
Maryland in October, 1864, and first joined the military 
Service as a private in Troop G, 7th U.S. Cavalry, June 
14, 1882. He was subsequently promoted to corporal, 
sergeant, first sergeant and post quartermaster sergeant. 
He served as sergeant major of the 1st U.S. Volunteer 
Cavalry in 1898, and was appointed a second lieutenant 
in the Philippine Scouts June 8, 1904. Lieutenant Streker 
was recently recommended by Secretary of the Interior 
Garfield for the position of agent at the Anandaiko In- 
dian Agency in Oklahoma. 

Major Elmer W. Hubbard, Coast Art. Corps, U.S.A., 
commanding at Fort McHenry, Md., regards that post as 
one of decided strategic value, and he therefore views with 
disfavor the proposition that it shall be turned over to the 
city of Baltimore for use as a park. “Fort McHenry,” 
says Major Hubbard in an interview published in the 
Baltimore Sun, “would be one of the points of attraction 
of the city if four companies were here—say a battalion 
of Infantry with headquarters and band if the Artillery 
left the post. The daily guard mounts and drills would 
prove interesting to many persons. A number of cities 
have succeeded in having posts established near them, not 
only as an attraction, but for protection as well. If 
troops were stationed at Fort McHenry all the time they 
would be within easy distance of Washington if trouble, 
such as riots or the need of protection of the public build- 
ings, would arise. The post has an advantage strategically 
because of its situation near the terminus of a_transcon- 
tinental railroad system and on deep water. It is near 
to Baltimore, where supplies could be readily and cheap- 
ly purchased.” 

The first exhibition drill of the season took place at 
Fort Myer, Va., on Friday, Nov. 15, and was largely at- 
tended. 

The Army transport Crook sailed from San Francisco 
Noy. 20 for Manila, by way of Honolulu and Guam, with 
seven hundred sacks of Christmas mail and two hundred 
packages-of gifts for soldiers and their wives stationed 
in and about Manila. In addition to a cargo of supplies, 
the vessel carried sixteen coils of cable, which is to be 
used in anchoring mines for the defense of Subig Bay. 

Lieut. Frank P. Lahm, U.S.A., made a balloon ascent 
with the Hon. C. S. Rolls from Short’s balloon works, in 
Chelsea, England, Nov. 17. The other passengers were 
Lord Royston and Mr. Bernard Redmond, son of Sir 
Gooverton Redmond, Mr. Rolls being in charge. It had 
been arranged previously in the day that the party 
should land as close as possible to the house of Mr. Claud 
Crompton, of the are works, Chelmsford, who is an en- 
thusiast in aeronautics. The direction of the wind was 
favorable, and aithough there was a strong breeze on the 
ground, an excellent descent was made a few hundred 
yards from the house. ‘The aeronauts arrived half an 
hour before they were expected. 

Col. Stanhope E. Blunt, Ord. Dept., U.S.A., in charge 
of the Springfield Arsenal, made a shipment of two thou- 
sand Army rifies fitted with the new sight to San Fran- 
cisco, Nov. 19, whence they will be sent to the Philippines. 
Colonel Blunt is quoted by the Springfield Republican 
as stating that he was unable to say whether he would 
be able to complete the entire order of sixteen thousand 
guns within the time allowed, as the recent order from 


Washington in regard to targeting has made it necessary 
to do the work of sighting the guns in two-thirds the time 
scheduled. He said that the men at the targeting-house 
were doing splendid work, were displaying great energy 
and showing considerable interest in the work. “I hope 
to do more than I first thought was possible when such 
a great reduction was made in the targeting time,” he 
added, “but I don’t care to say just how the outcome of 
the change will affect us.” It was at first planned to 
make shipments every four or five days from the date of 
the initial shipment, but Colonel Blunt said that he could 
not be sure of carrying out the original scheme under 
the new conditions. 


DECISIONS OF THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 


Mess outfit for troops with pack transportation: De- 
scription, with plates of same, having been submitted and 
the Commissary General having provided for manufac- 
ture of same, it was directed that when the same is man- 
ufactured it be referred to the Cavalry Board for test and 
report. 

Method of reporting soldiers’ deposits: The Paymaster 
General having recommended amendment of paragraph of 
Army Regulations referring to above to provide that com- 
pany commander make report to the Paymaster General 
direct, it was directed that the change be made. 


Foreign service pay for dental surgeons: A decision of 
the above was requested of the Department. It was found 
that the Comptroller had already rendered a decision to 
the effect that contract surgeons are not entitled to for- 
eign service pay. Dental surgeons being also contract 
surgeons, the Comptroller’s decision would apply equally 
to them. 

Sales of government supplies to retired officers: Re- 
quest having been made for a decision as to the sale of 
mineral oil to retired officers, the whole subject of sales to 
such. officers was considered, and it was directed that in 
the future not only the sale of oil be authorized, but also 
of subsistence stores and Quartermaster’s supplies, provid- 
ed such stores or supplies are available. 

Relief by Congress of Officers discharged or mustered 
out under Act of Congress of July 15, 1870: Request 
having been made by one of such officers for passage of 
bill to restore and retire officers of class named, the offi- 
cer was informed that as Congress has heretofore declined 
to take action of the character named, in individual cases, 
and as papers presented contain nothing on which to base 
favorable action, the Department can take no action in 
the premises. 

Stabling for authorized horses of officer on recruiting 
service: The question having arisen as to above, it is 
decided that, as the law contemplates the government pro- 
viding such shelter, and makes no restrictions as to where 
the officer is stationed, it should be furnished. 
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THE BROWNSVILLE AFFAIR. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs decided on 
Nov. 19 to summon two more witnesses to testify concern- 
ing the Brownsville shooting affair, for which, three com- 
panies of the 25th U.S. Infantry were discharged without 
honor by order of the President. The new witnesses, who 
are to appear before the committee on Noy. 26, are 
George Connor, chief of police of Brownsville, and Louis 
A. Jagon, a resident of the same place, both of whom are 
said to know things about the shooting not yet developed 
in evidence. After their testimony is taken two reports 
will be prepared, and it is intimated that the majority re- 
port will find that the shooting was done by negro sol- 
diers, the minority report declaring to the contrary. It 
will be remembered that Brig. Gen. William Crozier, 
Chief of Ordnance, U.S.A., in his annual report declares 
that his department has definitely determined that the 
bullets used in the Brownsville, Tex., riot were fired from 
rifles belonging to Company B, 25th Infantry, a negro 
regiment. He does not touch on the identity of the per- 
sons who did the firing, however, as this, he says, is no 
concern of his department. . 

“Trial was made at Springfield Armory to determine 
the possibility of ascertaining from a microscopical ex- 
amination of the gun marks of a fired cartridge case the 
rifle from which it had been fired,” says the report. “The 
possibility of such an identification having been estab- 
lished by actual trial, all of the cartridge cases received 
in evidence and all of the rifles which had been at Browns- 
ville in the hands of the troops at such times as would 
render it possible for the cartridge cases to have been fired 
from them were sent to the Springfield Armory for com- 
parative microscopical examination. As a result it was 
found that of the thirty-nine cartridge cases in question 
eleven had been fired from the same rifle, eight from an- 
other rifle, eleven from another rifle and three from a 
fourth rifle, the remaining six having insufficient gun 
marks to classify them. The markings on the cartridge 
eases of each group were then compared with the mark- 
ings produced by all of the above mentioned rifles, through 
the medium of auxiliary cartridges fired at Springfield in 
each of the rifles. In this way it was found that the car- 
tridge cases comprising groups one, two and three had 
been fired in three rifles belonging to Company B, 25th 
Infantry, and that the cartridge case of group four had 
probably also been fired from another of the rifles of the 
same company.” General Crozier says the conclusions 
reached in his report were made through microscopic ex- 
aminations of cartridge cases taken from Brownsville to 
the Springfield Armory, where the examination was made. 














RETIREMENTS AND PROMOTIONS. 

Capt. James M. Miller, promoted rear admiral Nov. 
18, 1907, by the retirement of Rear Admiral Snow, is a 
native of Missouri, and was graduated from the Naval 
Academy in June, 1867, when his first assignment was 
on the Minnesota, in- which he made a special cruise. 
Among other duties, he has served on the Jamestown of 
the Pacific Fleet, 1868-70; he was on the Kansas during 
the Tehauntepeec and Darien expedition, 1870-72; served 
on the Monongahela, at the Naval Academy, on the Con- 
stitution, Minnesota, Hartford, Lackawanna, Omaha, on 
special torpedo service, and on ordnance duty at Wash- 
ington. He was on the Monocacy, Vermont, and was in 
command of the Yantic, 1896-7. He was ordered to com- 
mand the Merrimac April 18, 1898, and on June 2 of the 
same year he turned over the vessel to Rear Admiral 
Sampson, when she was sunk at the entrance of the har- 
bor of Santiago, Cuba, and joined the New York. His 
next command was the Pompey, which was on blockade 
duty on the north side of Cuba until the close of the 
Spanish War. He was in command of the Badger, and in 
that vessel sailed from San Francisco with the Samoan 
commissioners for Apia, Samoa, and returned with them 





to San Francisco in August, 1899. He was also in com- 
mand of the Ranger and Scindia, and was on duty at the 
navy yard, New York. He was subsequently in command 
of the Columbia, Minneapolis and Lancaster. 

Rear Admiral Albert S. Snow, U.S.N., who was placed 
on the retired list on Nov. 18, 1907, on account of the 
age limit, is the last officer to be retired for age this year. 
He is a native of Maine and was appointed to the 
Naval Academy from that state in November, 1861, grad- 
uating in 1865. His first assignment was to the Chatta- 
nooga in March, 1866, and in the same year he was as- 
signed to the Pensacola, of the North Pacific Squadron, 
where he served until April, 1868. He next served on 
the Resaca in the same squadron to August, 1869. His 
next assignment was to the Alaska in the Asiatic Squad- 
ron, from December, 1869, to March, 1873, and while on 
that vessel he took part in the expedition to Korea and 
in the attack on the forts of that country. He was on 
duty at the torpedo station in 1873, and the following year 
was assigned to the Congress on the European station. 
Among other assignments he was with the United States 
Coast and Geodetic Survey, commanding the steamers 


,Gedney, Hassler and Patterson ; on surveying duty on the 


coasts of Oregon, Washington and Alaska. He was a 
member of the Board of Inspection and Survey, and was 
placed in command of the Essex in April, 1890. From 
February until May, 1898, he was at the Portsmouth, N. 
H., Yard, next being assigned to command the transport 
Badger in the North Atlantic Squadron. He was ap- 
pointed commandant of the San Juan naval station in 
November, 1898, and was placed in command of the New 
York Nov. 11, 1899. He has also been in command of 
the receivingships Vermont, Columbia and Hancock, and 
his last assignment to duty was as commandant of the 
navy yard, Boston, Mass. 
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LOVING CUP FOR MISS GOULD. 

A handsome silver loving cup, nearly three feet high, 
was presented to Miss Helen M. Gould amid much en- 
thusiasm, on Noy. 20, as a token of esteem from the en- 
listed men of the Atlantic Fleet. The presentation took 
place in the auditorium of the Naval Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association, on Sands street, Brooklyn, and was 


made by James McNeill, third class yeoman of the supply 
ship Glacier, in behalf of the enlisted men. The loving 
cup stood on a bed of American Beauty roses, with a 
bank of chrysanthemums below it, and was veiled by an 
American ilag, which two apprentice seamen—F. S. Dick 
and I. Bates, of the Louisiana—removed at the proper 
moment. Behind it flags were draped, and at either end 
of the platform was an American shield, composed of red, 
white and blue carnations. William Belknap, chief mas- 
ter-at-arms on the Louisiana and chairman of the com- 
mittee of arrangements, presided, and Yeoman McNeill 
was the first speaker. He referred to Miss Gould as 
“one of America’s uncrowned queens, a patriotic, noble- 
hearted American woman,” and spoke of her. many con- 
tributions for the benefit of the men of both the Navy 
and Army. At the end of the speech the cup was un- 
veiled and a band played. Miss Gould made a fitting re- 
sponse, in which she stated how dearly she appreciated 
the gift and the cordial welcome she had received, and 
also modestly said that she had been given credit for 
much that other people had done. Addresses by Rear 
Admiral J. B. Coghlan, Rear Admiral C. S. Sperry. 
U.S.N., and W. B. Miller, secretary of the Army and 
Navy Department of the Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation, followed. Other officers present were: Lieutenant 
Commander Eberle, of the Louisiana; Captain Murdock, 
of the Rhode Island, and Lieutenant Wurtzbaugh, of Ad- 
ioiral Sperry’s flagship. At the conclusion of the cere- 
monies the bluejackets were presented to Miss Gould in 
another room, and other persons went up to see the cup, 
which bears the following inscription : “Presented to Miss 
Helen Gould by the men of the U.S. Atlantic Fleet, Nov. 
19, 1907.” As Miss Gould was returning to Irvington 
bluejackets waited for her below stairs, and as she was 
about to descend the steps to her autemobile she turned 
to them and said. “Good night, friends. I shall remember 
this day always.” Rousing cheers for Miss Gould were 
given by the bluejackets. The cup is made of sterling 
silver, with a soft gray finish. On one side is a gold 
mounting, bearing the inscription of dedication, and on 
the other side are the seal of the Navy in relief and an 
etching of a battleship. On the plateau bearing the cup 
are a gold monogram, seal of the Navy and an Ameri- 
can eagle. 
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CIGARETTE SMOKING IN NAVY. 


Surg. Gen. P. M. Rixey, of the Navy, makes very 
direct work of the argument against cigarette smoking 
among the younger men in the crews on board ship. In 
his annual report Dr. Rixey deals with the matter at 
length and with force. He says: “It has been brought to 
the attention of the Bureau from many sources that cigar- 
ette smoking is becoming a serious impediment to robust 
health in the Navy. This habit seems to have taken a 
decided impetus in the Service since the Spanish War 
and has spread to incredible proportions. While wishing 
to avoid any discussion on the alleged evil effect of the 
cigarette itself, which is still a mooted question, it is 
desired to bring to the Department’s attention its in- 
creased and immoderate use by the young enlisted men. 
In the opinion of the Bureau it is not the cigarette itself 
but its intemperate use which is to be condemned and 
corrected. : 

“Surg. O. D. Norton makes the following comment: 
‘The bad effects of this habit are particularly imminent 
on board ship, where the confining space leads to such a 
degree of sedentary habit and the required physical drill 
is so moderate and limited that the muscles of extreme 
expiration are not brought into play. The leg and arm 
muscles of the men on ship may become tired, but in- 
vigorating walks are not possible, and there is no running, 
except for a few minutes during the physical drill after 
quarters. Indeed, one rarely, if ever. finds a man panting 
from healthful exertion or, in other words, forcing a full 
supply of fresh air to the remotest air cells of his lungs, 
so that nature is taxed to eliminate the nicotine which is 
constantly absorbed by the mucous membrane of the nose, 
mouth, throat, and large bronchi. 

“*The convenience of the cigarette, its cheapness, the 
quickness with which a few deeply inhaled puffs will 
bring about the mild intoxication, all favor-its use. One 
will notice on board ship that the small pocket in the blue 
shirt or white jumper is almost always stuffed out with 
a small package of tobacco and a package of rice paper. 
It is the exception to find a man cutting navy plug and 
rubbing it in the palm of his hand preparatory to a good 
smoke, in a pipe, as in the old Navy. 

“*To give an idea of the number of cigarettes and the 
amount of cigarette tobacco consumed on board ship, 
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Surgeon Norton has taken from the books of the U.S.S. 
Missouri’s canteen the following statement that is re- 
garded as a three-months’ supply for the crew, the aver- 
age complement being 700: Cigarette papers, books, 1,500 ; 
smoking tobacco, pounds, 1,200; cigarettes, number, 37,- 
000. This is the amount carried on ship and for use prin- 
cipally while at sea. The men also buy freely from bum- 
boats and on shore while on liberty.’ 

“It is believed that if the use of cigarettes were forbid- 
den to all persons under twenty-one years of age on board 
ship our sick records would be smaller, and that it would 
foster the development of a better physique and enhance 
the general efficiency of the Service. The Bureau. favors 
a departmental order in the matter of cigarette smoking 
to this end.” 

Again, in discussing the increase of tuberculosis in the 
Navy, the Surgeon General says: “Cigarette smoking 
should be prohibited among the younger members of the 
crews on board our ships; the occasions for sanitary talks 
to the enlisted force should be taken advantage of to 
sound a note of warning against those personal habits 
which expose to tuberculous infection, and to enlist the 
intelligent and interested co-operation of the men in all 
measures making for a vigorous resistance to this disease. 
We should also bear in mind the possibility of infection 
through the agency of flies and cockroaches and be much 
more strict than at present in the protection of food- 
stuffs, and more energetic and persistent in our efforts to 
exterminate these insect pests.”

PHILIPPINES CARNIVAL. 


We are in receipt of copies in English and Spanish of 
the prospectus of the first annual Philippines Carnival, 
to be held in Manila during the week commencing Mon- 
day, Feb. 8, 1908, the festivities of the week being ar- 
ranged on the idea or motive of a visit by the Monarch 
of the Occident to the Monarch of the Orient reigning in 
Manila. On the arrival of the visiting monarch in the 
harbor, he will be received with royal honors, salutes, 
dressed ships, etc. He will be met by the reigning mon- 
arch, attended by his court and retinue, in royal and 
decorated barges, and will be accompanied to the place of 
debarkation, where he will be given the freedom of the 
city. On the following day there will be a land parade 
participated in by both monarchs, their courts and re- 
tinues. Following this day there will be a series of dis- 
plays by the followers of each monarch in which supre- 
macy will be contested for in feats of arms, games, sports, 
and representative amusements. At the conclusion of 
these contests, when prizes are about to be awarded, a 
monarch greater than either, the King of Carnival, at- 
tended by a brilliant court and retinue of jesters, will 
arrive and assume authority over all. The Monarchs of 
the Occident and the Orient will then disappear and King 
Carnival will reign supreme. 

In the development of this idea or motive, the feature 
of the first day will be the water parade, participated in 
by both monarchs and their trains, in royal and decorated 
barges, with men-at-arms in war canoes and armed 
launches, together with civic organizations in barges dec- 
crated to represent different professions, trades and crafts. 
At night a grand ball of all nations will be given, at 
which everyone will appear in costume. The feature 
of the second day will be the grand land parade, partici- 
pated in by both monarchs. with men-at-arms represent- 
ing the Occident and the Orient, civic organizations with 
floats symbolic of different professions, trades and crafts, 
accompanied by costumed maskers. In the evening there 
will be a grand bal masqué. 

The third and fourth days will be devoted to a grand 
display in the amphitheater, for which admission fees 
will be charged, when the rival monarchs will cause their 
men-at-arms to perform characteristic feats of arms and 
will give representations of the distinctive games, sports 
and amusements of their people. Prizes will be awarded 
for the best performances, and after the distribution of 
prizes and when each monarch is claiming supremacy for 
his people, the King of Carnival arrives. The rival Mon- 
archs disappear, and King Carnival reigns supreme. The 
assumption of authority by King Carnival will be the 
signal for revelry. At an indicated hour to be announced 
by the firing of guns and the ringing of bells certain of the 
streets will be cleared for maskers. King Carnival will 
parade and greet his followers amid mimic battles of con- 
fetti and flowers. The grand carnival ball will follow in 
the evening. 

During carnival week streets of characteristically deco- 
rated booths and pavilions will be open where people 
from each tribe, town and province will display for sale 
their peculiar articles of smaller manufacture. There will 
also be like booths of other nations and peoples, and re- 
freshment gardens, cafés and tea houses available for the 
use of the carnival pleasure-seekers. Prizes wil! be given 
for the best presentations in each of the greater features of 
the carnival. Masking, confetti, and all that goes to make 
carnival spirit and spread carnival fun, will be en- 
couraged. 
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WOMEN WRITERS OF THE ARMY. 


Within the last few years there has been noted a new 
and weleomed departure of the Army woman into the 
fields of art and literature. There is much to commend 
this effort, as it tends to create a better understanding 
of and greater public interest in things military, and to 
awaken a true conception and appreciation of the same. 
With the changing of old laws, old landmarks, and of 
the personnel of our great establishment, two things have

Mrs. H. O. S. Heistand, wife of Colonel Heistand, in 
a recent magazine article, gave us a sketch of prairie days 
in the old Army, depicted with delicate charm. Days lit 
by remembered camp-fires—the days of the Golden West. 
Her work should be more and more highly appreciated 
as each year finds the curtain of the past gently falling 
on the brave pioneer spirits of those yesterdays. 

Of to-day and the younger generation in this age of our 
expansion and acquirements, when transports have re- 
placed the Army wagon, and bear our troops across the 
Pacific in lieu of rolling prairie-lands, Mrs. Frances Cam- 
eron Burnett (“Eugene Francis”), wife of Lieut. Charles 
Burnett, 4th Cav., gives us vivid and sympathetic sketches 
of intense interest. Mrs. Burnett succeeds where many 
women writers have failed. Her work loses nothing ar- 
tistically by being technically perfect. She handles her 


subject as a good Cavalryman handles his horse. Her 
field of work is large, as she is a constant contributor to 
many of the leading magazines as well as to Service 
papers. 

Mrs. Margaret Busbee Shipp, wife of the late Lieut. 
“William KE. Shipp, 10th Cav., is another Army woman 





who is meeting with ever increasing success in the lit- 
erary world. Mrs. Shipp does not confine her work to 
tales of the Service, but her stories of real life are full of 
heart-interest and are well drawn. 

Gwendolyn Overton’s books are too well and favorably 
known in the Army to require comment here; and there 
are many ‘others. The Service will be the richer always 
for as many more who in time will take up the good work 
of creating a bond of understanding and interest between 
the Service and the public. In this day of broad think- 
ing and accomplishment in the world of women, why 
should not the Army woman, whose opportunities are 
wide, lead with others in the foremost ranks of attain- 
ment?

NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


From the prospectus of Scribner’s Magazine for 1908 
it is evident that the new year has an offering of sur- 
passing richness in store for the readers of that delight- 
ful monthly. One of the features announced is a series 
of papers on “The West in the Orient,” by Charles M. 
Pepper, Foreign Trade Commissioner, Department of 
Commerce and Labor. This series will consist of four 
numbers, the first entitled “Irrigation: An Old Force 
Newly Applied”; the second, “Electricity: The New 
Force in Old Lands”; the third, ‘“‘The Transformation of 
Transportation”; the fourth, “The New Tide of Com- 
merce Through Suez.” Mr. Pepper is an observant trav- 
eler, a close student of economic problems and a gifted 
writer, and it is a safe prediction that his series of papers 
for Scribner’s will appeal strongly to the interest of 
Army and Navy readers. In the way of fiction the pub- 
lishers announce a new serial, “The Trail of the Lone- 
some Pine,” by John Fox, jr., whose “Little Shepherd of 
Kingdom Come” is one of the masterpieces of the story- 
teller’s art, a three-part serial entitled “An Olympic Vic- 
tor,” by James B. Connolly, who leaves the robust life of 
the sea to relate a fascinating love story of modern 
Greece; a short serial by Richard Harding Davis; a 
series of articles by William T.. Hornaday on ‘Diversions 
in Picturesque Game Lands”; “A Chronicle of Friend- 
ship,” being the reminiscences of Will H. Low, illustrated 
by himself, the usual allowance of short stories and more 
of E. W. Curtis’s wonderful Indian pictures. 

“My Bunkie and Other Ballads,’ by Erwin Clarkson 
Garrett—J. B. Lippincott Co., Philadelphia, price, $1.25 
-—is the title of a voluine of verses which are character- 
ized by something of Kipling’s humor and an approach to 
Kipling’s style. Some of the poems are about the Army, 
with which the author served in the 23d U.S. Infantry 
and the 5th U.S. Cavalry, in the Philippines, and will 
commend themselves to soldiers who have seen service in 
those islands. The other poems, some grave, some gay, 
are wholesome and fetching and give promise of still bet- 
ter things from the same source. 

Those who have read Dr. Henry Van Dyke’s “Fisher- 
man’s Luck” and “Little Rivers” will need only a word 
of introduction to his latest work, “Days Off’ (Serib- 
ner’s Sons, New York. Price, $1.50). Here in a dozen 
stories, “talks” and flowing essays the author again re- 
veals the buoyant sympathy, the gentle philosophy and 
the embracing love of nature which make him so charm- 
ing a companion out of doors. No more captivating book 
about the joys of outdoor life has ever been written. 

Rear Admiral Alfred T. Mahan, U.S.N., has written 
nothing more interesting to general, non-professional 
readers than “From Sail to Steam” (Harper and Broth- 
ers, New York). In this volume he embodies the recol- 
lections of a long and busy life which spans the whole pe- 
riod of the change in the means of propulsion for naval 
ships, and his reminiscences of his service in the Navy, 
both as midshipman and officer, have all the charm of ac- 
tual conversation. Only those familiar with fleet tactics 
under sail could interpret, much less understand, much of 
the description that has come down to us of the naval bat- 
tles of the past era, and while Admiral Mahan does not 
say so, it is in this field of interpretation that he has, in 
the present work, rendered a great service to his suc- 
cessors. ; 

Paul Elder & Co., New York, have published the fol- 
lowing: ‘The Quite New Cynic’s Calendar for 1908,” by 
Ethel Watts-Mumford Grant, Oliver Herford and Addi- 
son Mizner, with which is incorporated a lexicon of legal 
phrases designed to enlighten the uninitiated. Price 75 
cents; “Doggerel Dodgers for Den Decorations.” Price 
50 cents; “How to Tell the Birds From the Flowers.” 
These publications are at once quaint, humorous and ar- 
tistic. 

An interesting and admirably told story of Army life 
and of the Civil War, “The Tie,” by Hugh Johnson, ap- 
pears in Appleton’s Magazine for December. Against a 
background of incidents of life in a Texas Army post is 
sketched a romance of war times, as it passes through 
the memory of the old commandant of the post, recalled 
by the likeness in the face of a newly arrived subaltern 
to the face of one he loved. 

The November number of the Military Surgeon, to 
which we have already referred, contains a full report of 
an address by Col. Valery Havard, Med. Dept., U.S.A., 
en “The Ideal Medical Department in the Field,” the 
Enno Sanders Prize Essay on “The Most Effective Or- 
ganization of the American Red Cross for War,” by Ma- 
jor Charles Lynch, Med. Dept., U.S.A., and a report of 
the proceedings of the sixteenth annual convention of the 
Association of Military Surgeons of the United States, re- 
cently held at Jamestown, Va. Colonel Havard’s paper, 
which is a plea for the more thorough training of Army 
medical officers, concludes as follows: ‘We may take it 
for granted that, in volunteer armies, a large number, if 
not a majority, of medical officers would fail in one of the 
chief modern requirements of a medical officer, as sani- 
tarians. If to this ignorance we add the laxity of disci- 
pline and indifference to regulations which, from the very 
nature of their organization, are likely to prevail in vol- 
unteer armies, what may we expect? Not perhaps the 
exact repetition of our experiences in the Civil War and 
the Spanish War, for, after all, we have better means of 
combatting disease and a better knowledge of using them, 
but may we not expect an unjustifiably high ratio of 
mortality, a ratio which may discredit our profession?” 

A special feature of The Youth’s Companion next year 
will be a series of articles illustrating the progress of 
science and invention during -the eighty years of that 
paper’s existence. All of these articles are by eminent 
authors, some of whom have been associated with The 
Companion editorially as well as in the capacity of con- 
tributors. They include “Progress in Marine Engineer- 
ing,” by .Rear- Admiral G. W. Melville; “Progress in 
Physical Science,” by Prof. T. C. Mendenhall: “The 
Simple Origin of Great Discoveries,” by Ira Remsen, 
president of Johns Hopkins University; ““The Conquest 
of Famines,” by Prof. W. T. Sedgwick; “Electricity 





Eighty Years Ago,” by Elihu Thomson ; ‘How Discoveries 
Are Made,” by Sir William Ramsay; “The Marvels of 
Machinery,” by Carroll D. Wright; ‘The Prevention 
of Tuberculosis,’ by Surg. Gen. George M. Sternberg, 
U.S.A., retired. Rear Admiral Charles D. Sigsbee; 
U.S.N., will give in an early number an account of an 
exciting experience with naval apprentices on board the 
eld trainingship Portsmouth. The boys met early in their 
careers an emergency of the kind that one does not wish 
to have in prospect, but is glad to have had in one’s his- 
tory. In an article soon to appear Gen. Charles King 
describes from personal knowledge some thrilling in- 
cidents in the careers of such scouts as “Jack” Crawford, 
Amos Chapman and “Buffalo Bill.” 

The November issue of Cassier’s Magazine is a special 
gas power number, containing an historic review of the 
Internal Combustion Engine, by H. H. Suplee, and dis- 
cussions upon the design of large gas engines by BH. T. 
Adams, W. H. Booth and F. E. Junge, representing the 
practice of America, England and Germany, respectively. 
The utilization of waste furnace gases is treated by B. H. 
Thwaite, the originator of this movement, and by M. 
Leon Greiner, of the Cockerill Works at Liege, where the 
first large installations were made. Gas power on ship- 
board is discussed by A. Vennell-Coster, while C. T. Wil- 
kinson examines the work of the fuel testing board of the 
Geologicai Survey, showing the possibilities of using low- 
grade fuels in the gas producer. Gas power appliances 
are discussed by J. R. Bibbins. The subject of the gener- 
ation of power gas is covered by H. A. Humphrey, E A. 
Harvey, F. J. Rowan and G. M. Tait. Other papers 
round out the treatment of the whole subject of gas pow- 
er, from the selection of the fuel, through the generation 
of the gas, its purification, and the recovery of by-pro- 
ducts, to the attainment of the highest practicable effi-. 
ciency in the conversion of heat into power in the gas 
engine. 

In “John Smith, Gentleman Adventurer’—J. B. Lip- 
pincott Company, Philadelphia—C. H. Forbes-Lindsay 
has written a work which is both a history and a ro- 
mance. ‘The author has made a careful study of Smith’s 
career and portrays him as a singularly gallant, generous 
and valorous character. The story: is cleverly told and 
contains no dull pages. Other capital books from the 
same publishers are “The Queen’s Company,” a story for 
girls, by Sara Hawks Sterling; “The Smuggler,” being 
the recital, by Ella Middleton Tybout, of the startling 
things that happened to three American girls upon an 
island in Canada: “The Lonely House,” a thrilling story 
translated from the German of Adolf Streckfuss by Mrs. 
A. L. Wister; “The Settlers of Karossa Creek: A Tale of 
Australian Bush Life,” by Louis Becke; “The Affair at 
Pine Court,” a spirited and pleasing story of the Adiron- 
dacks.

CHRISTMAS BOXES. 


The Secretary of War having authorized the Quarter- 
master General to forward from San Francisco any 
Christmas boxes or boxes of reading matter which may 
be delivered there for officers and soldiers in the Philip- 
pines, it is requested that the following directions be ac- 
curately observed in order to insure prompt action: 

1. Boxes should be consigned to Major J. B. Bellin- 
ger, general superintendent, Army transport service, San 
Francisco, Cal. 

2. The name of the officer or soldier for whom intend- 
ed, with the company and regiment or other organization 
to which he belongs, should be plainly marked on the box; 
also the notation “Christmas box” or “Reading matter,” 
as the case may be. Example: 

Private John Brown, 
Co. C, 38th Infantry, 
Manila, P.I. 
Christmas box. 

3. These boxes should contain no perishable matter, 
should not exceed 20 pounds in weight, and all freight 
or express charges must be prepaid on them to San Fran- 
cisco. 

_The Quartermaster’s Department assumes no responsi- 
bility. for the condition of these boxes when delivered, but 
will exercise every care to deliver them safely and in 
good condition. 

Boxes for Cuba should be sent to the Depot Quarter- 
master at Newport News, Va. The next transports leave 
on Nov. 30 and Dee, 16.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 

A musical entertainment, under the direction of Chap- 
lain G. Livingston Bayard, U.S.N., was given Nov. 19 at 
the Washington Navy Yard. A large number of sailors 
from the Gunnery School, the President’s yacht, the May- 
flower, the U.S.S. Dolphin and other naval vessels, and 
marines from the barracks, enjoyed the finest. musicale 
ever given at the navy yard. Eleven of the leading vocal 
and instrumental soloists of Washington volunteered their 
services for the occasion. The piano used for the accom- 
paniment was recently secured by Chaplain Bayard. 
President Roosevelt gave one hundred dollars and the 
Woman’s Army and Navy League raised the balance and 
presented the piano to the sailors. 

Paymr. C. J. Cleborne, U.S.N., has been assigned to 
duty at the navy yard, Norfélk, Va., for duty as assistant 
to the general storekeeper. 

President Roosevelt has appointed the Rev. Sydney K. 
Evans, of New York city, as chaplain in the Navy to fill 
an existing vacancy. He is an Episcopal rector of the 
Church of the Heavenly Rest in New York. 

Capt. E. J. Dorn, U.S.N., retired, who has been as- 
signed to command the naval station at Guam, and also 
the U.S.S. Supply at that place, will sail for San Fran- 
cisco Dec. 5. 

The Second Squadron of the Pacifie Fleet, under Rear 
Admiral Swinburne, expects to arrive in San Diego Bay, 
Cal., on Thanksgiving Day, and will probably remain in 
the harbor all winter. 

A fire of incendiary origin at the Baltic Shipbuilding 
Yards, St. Petersburg, Russia, on Nov. 15, destroyed 
two gunboats and damaged several other vessels, causing 
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a loss of $300,000. The warships destroyed formed part 
of a flotilla which was in course of construction for serv- 
ice on the Amoor river. The battleship Pavil I., lying 
in the river awaiting her armor and guns, was with 
difficulty saved by the firemen. 

The Japanese cruisers Tsukuba and Chitose, returning 
from the Jamestown Exposition, arrived at Yokosuka, 
Japan, Nov. 16. During their voyage, which occupied 
250 days, they traveled 32,000 miles and visited thirteen 
countries. They have not been docked since leaving 
Japan. 

Arrangements are being made for a farewell ball to be 
given by the enlisted men of the Atlantic Fleet on all the 
ships now in the New York Navy Yard that are to make 
the trip to the Pacific. The ball will be held Friday night, 
Nov. 29, in Stauch’s Pavilion, Coney Island. It is pro- 
posed to limit the number to seventy-five from each ship. 
Rear Admiral Evans and his staff and the officers of the 
various vessels at the yard will be invited. 

Capt. John M. Bowyer, U.S.N., who has been on special 
duty at the headquarters in Washington, has been ordered 
to command the battleship Illinois, which is undergoing 
repairs at the Charleston Navy Yard prior to her cruise 
with the Atlantic Fleet to the Pacific. Captain Bowyer 
will relieve Captain Gottfried Blocklinger, who will soon 
be advanced to the grade of rear admiral. 

Civil Engr. M. T. Endicott, U.S.N., and John C. 
Rogers, the contractor, were witnesses at the continuation 
of the trial in the Supreme Court before Justice New- 
burger at New York city and a jury of the suit brought 
by Alonzo F. Carman, a Washington attorney, to recover 
from Rogers and Frank S. Sylvester a commission of 2 
1-2 per cent. on the $910,000 contract for the construction 

. of the Norfolk drydock, which Rogers and Sylvester built 

for the United States Government. Carman alleges that 
his aid was besought by the contractors to enable them 
to get the contract, and that the commission was in re- 
turn for work he did in getting official information and in- 
troductions to officials of the Navy Department for Rogers 
and Sylvester. Civil Engineer Endicott testified that he 
knew Carman as an “agent” at Washington and had sup- 
plied him with information about the dock and the prob- 
able cost of building. He said that Carman had intro- 
duced Sylvester and Rogers to him. On cross-examination 
Carman said that agents such as himself received from 2 
1-2 to 6 per cent. He denied that he had offered to get the 
contract for the Norfolk drydock for 1 per cent. In his 
argument for the defense Mr. Baldwin contended that the 
$2,000 that had been paid Carman was for the Brooklyn 
drydock, and read a letter that had been produced in evi- 
dence, in which Carman said that he had not been re- 
tained in the Norfolk drydock contract. 


The Navy Department has bought the big sea-going 
tug General Hubbard, at San Francisco, to tow coal 
out to the Atlantic Fleet when it reaches the Pacific 
coast. The tug will be rechristened the Navajo. The 
Arethusa, the water supplyship, has been ordered into 
commission at Norfolk with a full crew to accompany 
the Battleship Fleet to the Pacific. Comdr. A. W. Grant 
has been detached from the Naval Academy to take com- 
mand of the Arethusa, and Lieut. Comdr. B. B. Bierer 
has been ordered to the same vessel as executive officer 
and navigator. 

The contract for seven submarines to be built by 
the Electric Boat Company was finally executed the past 
week. The cost of the seven boats is fixed at $1,270,000. 
Secretary Metcalf has reserved $730,000 to be used to 
pay for a submarine of the Lake type if the Lake com- 
pany will build a new boat to be put through additional 
tests and to be made to come up to the standard of the 
Octopus, which was entered by the Electric Boat Com- 
pany in the tests at Newport last May. The Lake com- 
pany is to build the boat at its own cost. The company 
has not yet signified its willingness to accept the propo- 
sition. 

Master Mechanic George Dunn has been ordered to the 
Norfolk Yard to install new counter recoil plungers on the 
Minnesota. 

Two 5-inch breechloading rifles, Mark VI., and mounts 
were this week shipped from the Washington Yard to the 
Bath Iron Works for the U.S.S. Chester, and two 5-inch 
mounts for the Salem and two 5-inch mounts for the Bir- 
mingham. 

The Navy Department has assigned naval vessels for 
the use of the state militia organizations as follows: ‘The 
Nashville to Illinois; the Machias to Connecticut; the 
Isla de Luzon to Louisiana; the Sylvia to Pennsylvania, 
and the Vixen to New Jersey. These vessels are no longer 
of value to the Regular Navy. 

The Washington Post publishes a letter on the subject 
of naval baseball on Sunday, signed by L. F. Walden, 
quartermaster, first class; W. J. Stanford, quartermaster, 
third class, U.S. Navy; U.S.S. Osceola, Guantanamo Bay, 
Cuba, Nov. 8. Replying to a clerical critic the writer 
says: “No man is compelled to go ashore and play base- 
ball on Sunday. If the men are not allowed to play base- 
ball, their favorite pastime, what shall they, who are in- 
clined to outdoor sports, do on this, their only day of 
leisure? Dr. Bristol refers to the hardships of the chap- 
lains of this Service in making headway with the men. 
We wonder if Dr. Bristol ever attended divine services on 
board an American man-of-war? We have always seen 
them largely attended by both officers and men, and they 
are not forced to attend. We think that if a proportional 
comparison were made it would be found that divine ser- 
vices on board ship are as well attended as elsewhere. 
We have never heard any complaint from our chaplains 
as to the. spiritual interest of the officers and men.” 

Capt. W. J. Barnette, of the General Board, U.S.N., 
has been designated by Secretary Metcalf to succeed 
Rear Admiral Asa Walker as superintendent of the 
Naval Observatory, the Admiral having been retired for 
age. Commander Winterhalter is now performing the 
duties of superintendent, and will continue to do so until 
December 1, when Captain Barnette will enter on his 
new position. Captain Barnette will continue work he 
now has under way in connection with the question of 
fortification in the Philippines, this matter having been 
taken up recently by the Joint Board. Captain Barnette 
desired to have a ship in the cruise to the Pacific, but 
was held to be too old for further sea duty, and will here- 
after be provided with permanent shore service. 

President Williaman, of Uruguay, visited the cruiser 
Tennessee, flagship of Rear Admiral Sebree, at Monte- 
video on Nov. 18, and was received by United States 
Minister O’Brien. All the vessels in the harbor were 
decorated with flags in honor of the occasion and the 
Cerro battery fired salutes. One hundred families visited 
the Tennessee and Washington. 

At the Navy recruiting office in Boston applicants for 
enlistment are coming at the rate of thirty-five or forty a 
day, of whom anywhere from four to twelve are accepted. 
Thus far six hundred and fifty men have enlisted at this 
station during the present year, and it is likely that the 
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total for the year will exceed eight hundred. Inquiry 
shows that many candidates are encouraged by the possi- 
bility of being assigned to the ships of the fleet going to 
the Pacific. On the other hand, the Boston recruiting 
office for the Marine Corps is receiving so very few appli- 
cations for enlistment that those in charge are somewhat 
discouraged. They tell the same familiar story—the pay 
is so small that men won’t enlist. 

A despatch received at the Navy Department Nov. 22 
from Rear Admiral Berry, commandant at the Norfolk 
Navy Yard, states that the torpedoboat Shubrick was 
damaged by a collision with the steamer Maryland, of 
the Philadelphia and Norfolk Steamship Line. Two 
tugs took the Shubrick to her dock. A court of inquiry 
will be ordered. 


The Bureau of Supplies and Accounts has arranged a 
new method of advertising for bids for yard supplies for 
the Navy. Blanks have been prepared which will go into 
use in a few days covering 523 classes of articles, all of 
which will hereafter be advertised for at the beginning of 
the year. Contracts will be thus made for everything 
needed for the coming year instead of advertising from 
time to time irregularly and in varying quantities as now. 
Storekeepers will thus, when they are in need of any ar- 
ticle, be able to call for a delivery at once as required. 
The new plar does not vary the present method of ad- 
vertising except that estimates for the year’s supplies will 
be carefully made and the whole work of advertising done 
up at one time. ‘The schedules contain the proviso that 
one-third of the supplies covered by a contract is to be 
delivered within sixty days, one-third before June 30 and 
the remaining one-third by Sept. 30, deliveries to be made 
at any time on thirty days’ notice from the storekeeper.

Page 32, after paragraph describing the sword knot, add the 
following: 





AIGUILLETTES. 


Aiguillettes may be worn by aides to the President on the 
wight side. Aiguillettes may be worn by the Chief of Staff, 
personal aides on the staff of an officer of flag rank, and naval 
attachés, on the left side. 

On cruising vessels, aiguillettes may be worn only in port and 
when coming in or going out of port. Aiguillettes may be worn 
with all uniforms except ‘working dress,” or other uniforms 
worn in lieu thereof. : 

To be made as per sample, and to consist of two single plaits 
and two loops starting from each end of plait of blue and gold 
cord 8-40 inch thick; at, the termination of the plaits there are 
a few inches of plain cord ending in gilt metal tags, mounted 
with silver anchors. 

To be attaclied to the shoulder of “service coat,” “undress,” 
and “evenitig dress coats’ by a plain blue cloth strap and but- 
toned at the peak by a small navy button in the same manner 
as the shoulder mark; secured at the shoulder of other coats 
under the shoulder mark or epaulet: With ‘mess dress” or 
“evening dress” a button shall be placed under the lapel at the 
height of the ¢ollar bone, for securing aiguillette.

In the second game of the class series Wednesday afternoon, 
the first class defeated the third, 15 to 9.

Midshipman 
John P. Bowden, of San Jose, Cal., a member of the fourth 
class, has been granted a year’s sick leave with permission to 
return to his home. He is suffering with rheumatism. 

The grand jury of Anne Arundel county has returned an 
indictment against Mrs. Annie Bond, proprietor of a local 
eating place on State Circle, for unlawfully permitting the 
sale of intoxicating liquors to midshipmen. Comdr. William 
S. Benson was before the grand jury in reference to the case, 
and summonses were issued to several midshipmen as wit- 
nesses. The grand jury has also presented Henry Ebling for 
violating the local option ‘aws. It is charged that Ebling 
offered for sale intoxicating wines at his residence on Severn 
river, about four miles from Annapolis. 

The transportation facilities this year to the Army-Navy 
game will be somewhat different from those of former years. 
Traffic will be divided as equally as possible between the 
Baltimore and Ohio and Pennsylvania railroads, instead of 
using the Baltimore and Ohio exclusively. One battalion of 
the brigade of midshipmen will go on one section over the 
Baltimore and Ohio, switching off at Annapolis junction, while 
the other battalion will travel over the Pennsylvania, via 
Odenton.

A Whitehead torpedo belonging to the U.S.S. Stockton was 
lost last Wednesday near Spar Buoy No. 6, in the Annapolis 
Roads. A liberal reward will be paid for its return. 

There is a possibility that the old frigate Santee, one of the 
original wooden vessels of the Navy, for years official station- 
ship at the Naval Academy, but now on the ‘‘retired’’ list, 
may again be called into service. For some time the officials 
have been endeavoring to settle upon a ship as a substitute 
for the oid frigate Hartford as stationship at the Academy.

The fourth of the series of 
midshipmen’s hops was held Saturday night in the armory. 
Midshipman Thomas Kinkaid, of the hop committee, received 
with Mrs. Hoogewerf, wife of Comdr. J. A. Hoogewerf, U.S.N. 
The hop was one of the most enjoyable of the season, and was 
decidedly the largest. 

The Navy’s share of foctball tickets to the Army-Navy 
game at Franklin Field, Philadelphia, Nov. 30, is 8,000. Those 
for the association members will be nearly 5,000. The regular 
football squad will get a few more than the ordinary student, 
so, with 850 midshipmen to be supplied, it will take about 
2,600.

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GOVERNORS ISLAND. 


Governors Island, N.Y.H., Nov. 21, 1907. 

The ceremonies of the official installation of the Mexican war 
battle flags, invitations to which had been issued by Major 
Gen. F. D. Grant, took place on Sunday, Nov. 17, under 
auspicious circumstances ‘of weather, an important element 
where an outdoor formation and the attendance of veterans of 
1846 had to be considered. These colors, it may be men- 
tioned, were presented to the 1st New York Volunteer In- 
fantry at the time of its being mustered in on Governors 
Island in 1846, by the city of New York. Col. Ward B. 
Burnett, a graduate of the U.S. Military Academy, com- 
manded the regiment, which was recruited from the active 
militia in the city of New York. 

One of these colors was the first flag over the inner wall 
of the Castle of Chapultepec, Sept. 13, 1847. The next day 
this regiment with the 1st Division, entered the City of 
Mexico. The colors are five in number, National, regimental, 
two general guidons and a red battle flag, and they show 
every token of arduous service and the brunt of battle, the 
National color especially, which had two men shot under it 
in quick succession, being reduced to tattered remnants of 
the Union and a small piece of a red stripe. 

The colors, covered carefully with red bunting, were taken 
to the Battery on Sunday afternoon, and there placed in the 
hands of the following veterans: National color, 1st Sergt. 
Jacob Rich. Riley, 1st Regt., New York Vols.; regimental 
color, Sergt. Charles H. Farrell, 1st Regt., New York Vols.; 
battle flag, Pvt. John Dick, 1st Regt., New York Vols.; regi- 
mental guidon, Pvt. James Butterfield, 3d Regt., U.S. Inf.; 
regimental guidon, Pvt. William Dally, 1st Regt., New York 
Vols. Musician John Peter Eckweiller, 1st Regt., U.S. Art., 
was delegated to carry one of the colors, but infirmities pre- 
vented his attendance. Pvt. William Dally came all the way 
from the Soldiers’ Home, Tennessee, to attend the function. 

The formation on the Governors Island pier was as follows: 
Major Gen. F. D. Grant, commanding Dept. of the East, and 
staff; Col. Leven C. Allen, 12th Inf., and staff; and every 
other officer on duty on Governors Island. Rear Admiral 
Caspar F. Goodrich, U.S.N., commandant New York Navy 
Yard, and Lieut. R. W. Henderson, U.S.N., aide. Uniformed 
Detachment of the Veteran Corps of Artillery of the State 
of New York, organized Nov. 25, 1790, constituting the Mili- 
tary Society of the War of 1812, Howard Pell, adjutant. 
The Veterans of the Mexican War followed, their colors car- 
ried by the veterans already mentioned, with halting steps and 
withered locks, one in a rolling chair, and all more or less 
enfeebled. Then the National Guard, State of New York, of 
the ist and 2d Brigades, represented by the commanding offi- 
cers of the several regiments and of the organizations at- 
tached to headquarters N.G.N.Y., with their respective staffs, 
117 officers in all, Col. William Henry Chapin, inspector, N. 
G.N.Y., as marshal. 

Led by the 12th Infantry band, the formation proceeded to 
the chapel, where the line formed in double rank and the 
colors unfurled were saluted. After all had taken their seats 
in the chapel the colors were slowly advanced to the music of 
‘*See, the Conquering Hero Comes,’’ on the organ, all present 
rising until the color guard had taken position in the choir. 
The regular chapel service followed, under the direction of 
Lieut. A. F. Halpin, organist and choir: ter. Bishop Oourt- 
ney, Chaplain Pierce and q number of New York clergymen 
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were present, and there were 700 persons in the congregation, 
which filled the chapel to overflowing. The Board of Alder- 
men of the city of New York was represented by its president, 
Hon. Patrick F. McGowan. The city of New York on Oct. 
1, 1907, by unanimous resolution of the Board of Aldermen 
authorized the transfer of these battle flags to the United 
States military authorities at Governors Island. The Hon. 
Asa Bird Gardiner, LL.D., L.H.D., M.D., having been desig- 
nated by the city of New York, formally presented them in 
an address of great historical interest and patriotic fervor, 
and the acceptance was made by Major Gen. Frederick D. 
Grant, U.S. Army, commanding the Department of the East. 

When he had finished, Chaplain Edmund B. Smith signaled 
to some privates who stood at attention along the walls. They 
came forward and the congregation rose. The five veterans 
stood by their flags and one by one the detail took them from 
their hands. Sergt. Charles H. Farrell, who had carried the 
frayed regimental colors, held onto the staff when the private 
stepped up to take it. ‘‘Well, take it,’’ said Sergeant Far- 
rell, ‘‘But be very careful of it, young man; very careful.’’ 
After all of the flags had been set in their sockets in the wall 
the chaplain raised his hand and for several minutes the 
chapel was filled with the call of ‘‘To the color,’’ by the bat- 
talion trumpeters. 

The sermon was by the Rev. Charles C. Pierce, D.D., chap- 
lain, U.S. Army, and was a strong and masterly setting forth 
of the duties of the soldier and the justification of a righteous 
war. The 12th U.S. Infantry band took part in the playing 
of the hymns, and gave with fine effect as an offertory selec- 
tion W. S. Ripley’s arrangement of Pleyel’s Hymn. ‘The of- 
ficial representations from military societies were as follows:

NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 

It is hoped that the board of officers of the New York National 
Guard, of which Major General Roe is president, appointed to 
report as to the safety of Creedmoor rifle range for practice, and 
the practicability of establishing a new rifle range, will bear 
in mind the absolute necessity of securing a range handy to 
New York city. The range should be in a locality within easy 
reach of the city, with a low railroad fare in order to make it 
available to the large mass of shooters. Many officers and men 
have to go to the range to qualify at their own expense. If a 
site for a range is chosen, which will consume a long time to 
reach, with high railroad fare, interest in rifle shooting will 
surely drop off, as it will be too expensive for the majority to 
follow, and will demand an expenditure of too much time. In 
team shooting also there would be a loss of interest, as organiza- 
tions are now taxed to the limit as to expense and time. It 
would be a good move to establish a range at the State Camp, 
in addition to Creedmoor or some new range to be acquired near 
the city. When troops are in camp at Peekskill practice in 
shooting should be a part of the instruction, and there is 
ample opportunity for this, and a safe range could be secured. 

Colonel Austen, 13th N.Y., has decided to hold a review of 
his regiment by Major McClellan on Thursday night, Dee. 5, 
at the armory in Brooklyn. 

The regimental entertainment committee of the 47th N.Y. an- 
nounces a carnival, consisting of a spectacular operutic extrava- 
ganza to be given at the armory on Marcy avenue during the 
second week in January.

Adjutant General Parker has been serving as 
adjutant general since March last, and his administration, al- 
though brief, has been very efficient, and his resignation, which 
was due to business reasons, is very much regretted. The Gov- 
ernor in accepting the resignation says in part: “It is with sin- 
cere regret that I accept your resignatien of the position of 
adjutant general, to take effect on Jan. 1. My only reason for 
accepting this resignation is the imperative demands of your 
private business, which, as I understand it, make your retire- 
ment from this position absolutely necessary. May I thank you 


in the name of the commonwealth for the efficient service which 
you have rendered and particularly for the thorough and val- 
uable work which you have done in making the Massachusetts 
Naval Brigade the very first of its kind in the United States. 
To you also particularly is due, as adjutant general, the re- 
organization of our state forces in conformity with the new 
national legislation regulating the state forces. 


It is a pleas- 
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ure to note that the precedents set by you have been followed 
by many other states. You have every reason to be proud of 
the record thus made in keeping the forces in Massachusetts 
not merely abreast of but ahead of other state organizations of 
citizen soldiery.” Brig. Gen. William H. Brigham, I.G., has 
been appointed by Governor Guild as General Parker’s successor. 

The opening review of the 23d N.Y., Colonel Stokes, will be 
on Saturday night, Dec. 14, next, by Col. Leven ©. Allen, of 
the 12th U.S. Inf. On the night of Dec. 16 Capt. F. D-. 
Wickham, also of the 12th U.S. Infantry, will deliver a lecture 
to officers and non-commissioned officers of the regiment. 

Gen. William H. Brigham, who assumes the office of Adjutant 
General of Massachusetts on Jan. 1, 1908, vice Parker, resigned, 
has served as first lieutenant in Co. M, 5th Inf., three years 
and a half, and he is one of the most pcpular employers of 
labor in Hudson. He is a director in the Hudson National 
Bank, trustee of the Hudson Savings Bank, chairman of the 
board of selectmen, vice-president of the Hudson Real Estate 
Company, a prominent member of the Trinity Commandery, 
K.T.; Houghton R.A. Chapter; Doric Lodge, A.F. and A.M.; 
Aleppo Temple, N.M.S.; Royal Arcanum, and Red Men. While 
serving in the legislature in 1892 he was chairman of the com- 
mittee on military affairs, and took a prominent part in the 
military investigation of the late 90s. In 1897 he was ap- 
pointed assistant inspector, with the rank of major on the staft 
of General Matthews, Ist Brigade. In 1900 he was made col- 
cnel and inspector general, and the same year was appointed 
inspector general of rifle practice. He was commissioned briga- 
dier general and inspector general May 24, 1901, and served to 
the close of Governor Bates’s administration. In 1906 he was 
again appointed inspector general by Governor Guild, and has 
served on his staff since then.

A very interesting lecture by Mr. Clarence Lyon Chester, 
on the U.S. Army, illustrated by moving pictures, was given 
at the armory of the 7ist N.Y. on Nov. 16. Among the pic- 
tures shown was evening parade at West Point, Cavalry rough 
riding, loading and firing the 12-inch gun at sea coast fortifi- 
cations, Cavalry drill, messing, etc. Mr. Chester illustrated 
life in the Army in a popular way, and the lecture, which was 
in no sense a technical one, greatly pleased the large audience 
present. The regiment will be reviewed on the night of Nov. 26 
by Gen. G. M. Smith. 

The National Guard of New Hampshire has been organized 
to conform with the new Militia law, which prescribes that it 
be the same as that of the Army. In addition to the several 
staff departments the Guard of the state is organized into one 
brigade, consisting of two twelve-company regiments, one troop 
of Cavalry, one field battery, and one Signal Corps. 

Governor Hughes, of New York, has conferred a_ brevet 
commission of lieutenant colonel on Major James H. Manning, 
of the 3d Brigade staff, for meritorious service of over twenty- 
five years. 

Nine thousand marksmen qualified in the Pennsylvania 
National Guard during the past rifle practice season, which 
broke all records, more sharpshooters and experts having 
qualified than ever before in the history of the Pennsylvania 
National Guard. Almost the entire strength of the 14th and 
18th Infantry qualified. 

At the last annual meeting of the Interstate National Guard 
Association a special committee was appointed to prepare a 
course of revolver firing for the militia. This course has 
been approved by the Secretary of War. The War Depart- 
ment is not in a position to order the National Guard to ob- 
serve this course, but it ‘‘is commended for acceptance,’’ and 
will doubtless form the basis for qualifications. Those quali- 
fying will be divided into.three classes, viz.: marksman, sharp- 
shooter and expert. Target ‘‘A’’ with the 8-inch bullseye 
will be used. The course for qualification as a marksman 
and as sharpshooter will be as follows: 15 and 25 yards, two 
scores rapid fire, ten seconds to each score; 25 yards, two 
scores, timed fire, 30 seconds to each score; 50 yards, two 
scores, slow fire, one minute to each shot. There are five 
shots to each score. The marksman qualification is 65 per 
cent., or 130 out of 200 points. The sharpshooter qualification 
is 80 per cent., or 160 out of 200 points. The course for 
qualification as expert, which is open to sharpshooters only, 
is as follows: 15 and 25 yards, two scores rapid fire, 8 sec- 
onds to the score; 25 and 50 yards, two scores, timed fire, 20 
seconds to each score; 75 yards slow fire, 20 seconds to each 
shot. The expert qualification will be 80 per cent., or 200 
out of 250 points. Those who qualify in the course will be 
designated as ‘‘revolver marksman,’’ ‘‘revolver sharpshooter’’ 
or ‘‘revolver expert,’’ and will be entitled to wear a suitable 
decoration. :

Gaunajay, Cuba, Nov. 14, 1907. 
The Artillery target practice near here is progressing very 
satisfactorily, and the officers are highly pleased with the re- 
sults so far. The little mountain guns are showing up well 
and excellent records are being made with them. 
fantry is also doing creditable work on the range. It is likely 


that the practice will be completed by Nov. 25, after which the 
troops will return to their station at Camp Columbia. 

During the last few days the Artillery officers have been 
entertaining several prominent Cuban army officers. One, 
among the most popular Cuban officers—Captain Silva—has 
been observing the firing for several days, and on Nov. 13 he 
went into camp near the U.S. Artillery camp with his battery— 
a mountain battery. Captain Silva spoke of the efficiency of 
American gunnery and methods in the most complimentary way. 
He had formerly been on two or three road marches with Bat- 
tery F for the purpose of studying the U.S. Army’s system of 
travel and other importent matters. 

The Cuban mountain battery will begin their first annual 
target practice in a few days under the tutelage of Capt. G. G. 
Gatley, U.S.A., whose popularity as an Artillery officer is un- 
excelled. This will mark quite an event in the rehabilitation 
of the Cuban army. Several American Artillery non-commis- 





sioned officers have been detailed on special duty as instructors 
with Captain Silva’s battery. That the Cubans are advancing 
in a military way is conceded by the American officers who 
have been lending every assistance possible in order that the 
army of the island may be able soon to cope with anything that 
may oecur in a revolutionary way in the future. 


Cubans are 
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copying, to a large degree, after the Americans. Cuba’s only 
mountain battery—now in camp here—is a splendid organiza- 
tion, well equipped, and thoroughly competent. Its officers are 
exemplary men of the highest intelligence. But, the Cubans 
do not seem to stand the hardships of life in the field as well 
as the Americans. At least it appeared so on the recent 
marches made by United States batteries and Cuban batteries. 
Captain Silva said he really believed the Americans could “hike” 
farther and hold out better than any other troops in the world. 

Upon the arrival of the Cuban battery Major John Conklin, 
U.8.A., commanding the Artillery camp, issued an order to the 
effect that the utmost respect and cordiality must be shown the 
Cuban soldiers during their stay. The greatest congeniality 
exists between the American soldiers and the Cubans. 

General Barry .has ordered that while the troops are on tar- 
get practice passes to Guanajay will not be granted. The en- 
listed men are not allowed in Guanajay except on official busi- 
ness. This is exceedingly confining to the men. The order was 
the result of some trouble recently in the tenderloin of Guana- 
jay, between the police and some soldiers. It is believed that 
since the Artillery officers have protested in behalf of the men 
General Barry may revoke the order. 

On Sunday, Nov. 10, several officers at ‘both the Artillery 
and Infantry camps were visited by their wives and families 
from Camp Columbia. Among the lady visitors were Mrs. 
Bates, wife of Captain Bates, 17th Inf.; Mrs. Hammond, wife 
of Lieutenant Hammond, Battery F, 3d Art.; Mrs. Bartlett, 
wife of Captain Bartlett, Med.

She brought with her several cups which 
Major Downey had won last summer at playing golf. Major

Dr. Gerald Griffin, veterinarian, Art. Corps, stationed at 
Camp Columbia, visited the artillery camp here on Nov. 13, 
and inspected the horses and mules.

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MANILA NOTES. 


Manila, P.I., Oct. 19, 1907. 

Manila is certainly the Washington of the. Philippine Isl- 
ands, On Tuesday last, Oct. 15, just before five o’clock in 
the afternvon, the tooting of the ice plant’s shrill whistle, 
accompanied by whistles and shouts from every boat in these 
waters, and on land the numerous whistles of numerous fac- 
tories, announced that the McClellan was at last in Manila 
Bay, bearing the Socretary of War, Mrs. Taft, Gen. Clarence 
R. Edwards and party. Dozens of launches, headed by the 
Bonol, containing the Governor General of these islands, 
Major Gen. Leonard Wood, division commander; Admiral 
Hemphill, commanding the Philippine Squadron, Pacific Fleet, 
accompanied -by their aides; the Philippines Commission, and 
other officials and citizens in a number of other launches, 
formed a water parade which was beautiful to witness. The 
30th Infantry, with band, the 10th Cavalry and band, Bat- 
tery F, 5th Vield Artillery, were all in the city to form an es- 
cort of honor for the Secretary of War. The Captain of 
Ports was the port of entry for the distinguished party, and 
from this river landing to the Ayuntamiento the streets were 
lined with troops. Non-commissioned officers from the dif- 
ferent troops of the 10th Cavalry formed an immediate escort 
to accompany the Secretary of War’s carriage. The boat was 
expected at ten in the morning, but the wind and waves of 
the China Sea and Manila bay ordered otherwise, so the Mc- 
Clellan stopped at Mariveles for luncheon and brought the 
party on to this city later. 

A squadron of American policemen led the way down calle 
San Fernando into calle Rosario, entering the Escolta at 
Clarke’s, then by the bridge of Spain across Plaza Lawton 
to Bambuganan, to the Luneta, down Malecon drive to the 
Paris gates of the Walled city and on to the capitol building, 
where words of welcome were expressed by the Governor 
General, and the Alcalde of the city of Manila, Hon. Felax M. 
Roxas, and a pretty response was made by the Secretary of 
War. Fellowing in the procession came the band of the 10th 
Cavalry, followed by Major George H. Sands, 10th Cav., in 
command of the Cavalry forces in the parade. The victoria 
containing the Secretary of War and the Governor General 
came in between troops of the 10th Cavalry. The Commission, 
Major General Wood, Admiral Hemphill, with their staffs, and 
other Army officers were in the parade.
